The order blocks temporarily the meeting 
called for Tuesday, when the sale of Drop- 
erty to the Chicago Telephone company was 
assured by the preponderance of stock own- 
ership. | } 

In a long bill, fled by Rush C. Butler, Ste- 
phen A. Poster, and Cornelius Lynde of Cas- 
soday, Butler, Lamb & Foster, there are 
startling charges against the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company, parent of the 
Bell group. 

The principal assertion is that for years 
the “telephone trust’’ has been mulcting 
the subsidiary stockholders, has barred them 
from dividends they should have received, 
and is now attempting te equeeze them out 
altogether. 

New York Banker Petitioner, 

The petitioners ere William A. Read, New 


York banker, and hie associates, Charles J. | 


Spencer and Charlies G Poster. Together’ 
they own 829 shares of Central Union stoc 
of a par value of $82,000 This is one-half 
the amount they once held, but the original 
blocks were cut in two in @ process of stock 
reduction. 

Each of the assertions of mismanagement 
is denied by B. BE. Sunny of the Centra) 
Union and of the Chicago Telephone, vice 
president of the American Telephone, and 
principal figure in the proposed change 
whereby the Illinois properties of the tri- 
state company should be carved off and con- 
solidated with the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany. Mr. Sunny says the company will win 
the suit when it te brought for trial. 

May Upset $460,000,000 Program. | 

If the sult is successful it will overturn 
the entire réoreantzation program of the. 
Bell company with ite §460,286,206 subsid- 
laries. 

The proposed reorganization of the sub- 
sidiary was a part of a comprehensive change 
in the Bell management, whereby the Bell 
properties in each state would be consoli- 
dated, and physically seperated from the 
properties In other states. It is charged this 
was a ruse to remove the company from the 
operation of the federal interstate commerce 
act, inspired by fear of prosecution under 
the anti-trust act. 

“Tt would make no difference in fact,” 
suid one of the attorneys for Mr. Read, “It 
is efther an attermpt to deceive the federal 
government, or—through assertions made in 
company letters—to deceive ‘the stockhoid- 
ers!” 

Here Aré Some of Charges. 

Following are some of the charges: 

The laws of Illinois, forbidding holding 
of Wiinols stock by another corporation, 
fllinois or foreign, have been violated. 

The federal anti-trust act has been vio- 
lated. 

The Central Union stockholders heave 
been defrauded.

Bemis’ Advice on Surplus.

Expert Bemis states recommendations he 
were submitted to and accepted by the tele- 
phone cOmpany on the understandif® that 
the suggestions emanating from them are 
incorporated in the proposed ordinance 


Here Are the Reductions. 
Following are the reductions recommended 
by Prof. Bemis: 

1. Simgle party nickel business tele- 
phones, classified as “N,” on which 
the charges are 5 cents @ message, with 
@ guarantee of 20 cents a day, or §738 a 
year—Reduce the rate to 4 cents for all 
messages in excess of the guarantee of 
20 cents a day. Of $898,881 of revenue 
from this class of service in 1900-1910, 
$140,008, or 87 per cent, was in excess of 
the guarantee. A reduction from 56 
cents to 4 cents on these meseages, oF 
20 per cent, would reduce the receipts ap- 
proximately $30,000. 

2. Twe party business telephones 
[ZN], fer which 6 cents @ message is 
charged, with a guarantee of two and 
one-half messages, or 12% cents a day, 
which amounts to §45.468 a year. Reduoc- 
tion of guarantee from 12% cents te 10 
cents a day. It ia estimated that two- 
thirds of 8,467 subscribers will pay $4.66 
a year less than now, or @ total of $39,878 
a year. 

8. Twe party nickel business tele-~ 
phones (2N), as above—Reduction 
from 5 cents to.4 cents om excess mesa- 
sages, The total reduotion on this service 
would thus be $147,100, and would be a 
great help to the emal) business man. 

4. Two party nickel residence tele- 
phones, classified as “2NN,” with « 
guarantee of two messages, or 10 cents, a 
day, and-.5 cents on all additional mes- 
siges—It is proposed to reduce the rate 
to 4 cents on all excess messages. This 
brings a reduction of $2,500. The reduc- 
tion on one and tWo party nickel phones, 
business and residence, will amount to 
$174,000. The company, however, makes 
it a condition.of accepting these reduc-** 
tions, that they need be no longer obliged 
to pay refunds on these particular claéses; 

5. Reduction for messages crossing 
the city Mmits-—A reduction from 10 
cents to 5 cents is made for calls both 
ways, across the city lines, between Aus- 
tin and Oak Park, between Rogers Park 
and Evanston, between Lawndale and 
Morton Park, between Longwood and 
Evergreen Park, and between Mount 
Clare and River’ Grove. ahd between 
Mount Clare and ak Park. This involves 
an actual reduction in the revenue of 
$10,000, of which one-half is in the city 
from the 65,000 subscribers directiy af- 
fected. et

Opinion of Julius Rosenwald. 

From Julius Rosenwald, president of Beara, 
Roebuck & Co., the chief contributor toward 
ths proposed negro Y. M. C. A, came thie 
remark: 

“I feel keenly this injustice, and beve for 
mome time past been making efforts to con- 
vince soine of the head men of. the company 
of our duty in that direction.” 

The advertising manager of the house said 
he-had proposed the admission of negro ap 
prentices to the printing shops, and the pro- 
posal had been favorably received by the 
union foremen.

should do what they can te advance ély- 
ization among the negro people. On the 
other hand, the negro people must 46 their 
share, and success really lies with them- 
selves.

Seesion of all of the personal effects in the 
building. The owner of them, Mra L. M 
Hedges, had on Monday died at the county 
bospitel. Bhe left no heirs. The property 
thus had come into possession of the county 
and the county had gold its interest to Clam- 
age. 

Negro Flees Coffin Scene. 

Clamage and a negro, Charlies Parker, 
entered the house together. They explored 
r floors and then went to the base- 
ment.|\ In the basement they found a long, 
mysterious looking box. Parker stooped 
An instant later 
he was fading rapidly out of sight down 
Adams street. Two hours afterward he re- 
turned.

Parker, in lifting the cover of the box, had 
disclosed Mr. Rameses. The steadfast smile 
had been too much for the negro’s nerves.

“Say,” he said, “ I’ve got a dead man here. 
Bend the wagon.” 

Events came quickly after this. 


Police Take “Body” to Morgue, 

The police arrived at the house first. They 
picked up Mr. Ramesses and carted him off te 
the morgue. Then came the reportera There 
were droves of them. Some had photogra- 
phers with them; others were pursued by 
photographers. 1 

‘lamage explained the situation. A man 
had been found in the basement dead, he 
stated. He appeared to have been dead for 
some time. In fact, said Mr. Clamage, he 
was “ petrified,”” Mr. Clamage neglected to 
state that the ‘‘ man” was Mr. Rameses and 
as that individual had been hauled off by the 
police the reporters were denied a glimpse 
of his well known features. 

Consequently they proceecéed to operate on 
the theory that they were tackling a big 
murder mystery. Inquiry among the neigh- 
bors discloged that Mrs. Hedges had led a 
mysterious and secluded life. She had re- 
ceived visits from a young man named Jesse 
Quinn. Quinn had been arrested about a 
week before and $700 worth of pawn tickets 
had been found in his possession. He was 
out om bond. ‘When the police learned of 
Quinn’s conection with the Adams street case 
they rearrested him. 

Some of the newspapers got out editions 
announcing the murder mystery. Their early 
éetails indicated there were fresh relays of 
“hot stuff *’ to come. 

Then Mystery “Blows Up.” 

About this time it struck some of the news- 
paper men it would be a fine idea to go to 
the morgue and take a look at the corpse. 
They did eo. One look at Mr. Rameses was 
enough, The murder myetery faded away 
like a mirage. 

The myetery became as plain as mué after 
thie Mrs. Hedges, tt was learned, was the 
widow of a former employé of Barnum & 
Balley’s circus who had acquired Mr. Ra- 
meses immediately after he had ceased being 
Mr. Flannery. Hedges died about a year 
and a half ago and at that time Ramesses, 
who had for a long time been one of the 
show features in the Clark street museum, 
was taken away and lodged in the Adams 
etreet basement. A week ago Mrs. Hedges 
died. The subsequent events are detailed

Business Is Elementary. 
Both companies serve under franchise the 
territory, being the city of Chicago. 
the Peoples Gas company, however, has 
a perpetual franchise, while the Common- 
wealth Edison has a limited one. The busi- 
ness of each is of the elementary sort, the 
eutpet in each instance being used for light 
and power. The basis of the manufacture 
ofthe product of both isa simple conversion 
ef oll into gas, in one case, and electric 
energy, in the other—a matter of stoking. 
Both conduct, in addition, a sales depart- 
ment for domestic utensils, such as sad irons, 
curling irons, bread toasters, ovens, stoves, 
beaters, and coffee pots. The Edison com- 

pany sells, in addition, electric fans. 

Both concerns have a public monopoly in 
their particular line of business, and in each 
case this condition was prought about 
through consolidation and also the purchase 
of competitors. Jn securing its final mo- 
nopoly the Peoples Gas interests purchased 
the Universal Gas company for a round sum, 
end also the Ogden Gas. The Edison com- 
pany bought the Cosmopolitan Blectric, for 
which it issued $5.000,000 in par value of

r. Most of them stand in need of publicity which can- 

not possibly profit Moussorgsky, since he departed this life some 

thirty years ago. Furthermore the music of Russia already en- 
@ vogue quite incommensurate with its importance. 

However, because of that vogue, the Misses Swainson probably 
believed that they were selecting their subject wisely; and as 
testimonial to their sincerity it is pleasant to be able to add that 
the presentation was, in fact, worthier than the matter discussed. 

Miss Esther Swainson possesses a highly pleasing de- 
fivery, excelling,as narrator rather than a formal lecturer, 
Mies Dorothy Sainson exhibited a deal of musical insight and 
keyboard facility, endowing her playing with full appreciation 
of the composer's intentions, perhaps improving on them. F'ran- 
ds Rogers, in splendid voice, struggled with the rather ungrate 
fal songs, and by his conquest of them demonstrated his ability 
for selections more worth while. His offerings were in French 
and English. 

The first vocal group apparently represented the earlier effort 
ef Moussorgsky ; a portion of the second represented a develop- 
ment which was hardly fortunate, revealing little but an enthusi- 
gsm for unbroken ponderosity. Mr. Rogers’ first real opportunity 
eame in the “ Death on the Battlefield,” which closed his pro- 
gram. The instrumental compositions showed considerable of the 
picturesque and imaginative, but little in the way of balance. 

Owing to requests for a morning recital, the last of the series 
of Swainson lecture recitals will take place at the Fine Arts the- 
ater Wednesday morning at 11 o'clock instead of Tuesday after- 
noon.

‘Hamlet’ on Broadway 


Curiously Observed. 
By Burns Mantle. 


EW YORK.—({Special Correspondence.)—When Actor 

John HB. Kellerd swore by the beard of his fathers and the 

bankroll of his friends that he would play “ Hamlet” 100 

nights on Broadway this season, whether Broadway liked 

it or not, no one accepted his defi seriously. It might be 

accepted either as a thre.t or a promise, and did not muck mat 
ter one way or the other. 

But now that Mr. Kellerd is approaching the end of his endur 
ance contest, having passed into the eighties in the number of 
performances given, his probable finish is being observed with 
some curiosity and not a little interest. : 

He began at the Garden theater, which is located in one com 
ner of the old Madison Square coliseum, two months ago. He 
engaged a good company—Charles Stevenson to play the king, 
Amelia Gardner the queen mother, Theodore Roberts the ghost 
Edward Mackey the active Laertes. And after the start, which 
was neither exciting nor promising, he calmly settled into the 
habit of counting the house while the ghost rumbled, and figuring 
the receipts in his dressing room between acts. 

The attendance has varied with the activities of the press de 
partment. Sometimes it has jumped several dollars a perform- 
ance and given rise to that sudden encouragement which only 
showmen can feel properly. But whether one night’s house was 
$10 ahead or $6 behind that of the night before Mr. Kellerd has 
not faltered. : 

Two weeks ago he decided that perhaps a change of scené 
would be a good thing for his players. Consequently he loaded 
them into taxis and moved them from Twenty-sixth to Forty- 
second street, and announced the continuaticn of his experiment 
in the Harris theater. He would do “ The Merchant of Venice” 
by way of an inaugural, he said, and after that r.sume the run 
of “ Hamlet.” : 

“The Merchant” seemed to require even more of a forced 
draught than “ Hamlet.” The attendance was light on Monday, 
and lighter the sutceeding Saturday. But even this did not dis 
courage the intrepid Shakspearean. If they would not have him 
uptown he would go back to the Garden, where the rent was 
cheaper and where he could stay longer. 

So back; to the Garden he trotted, offering a performance of — 
Sophocles’ “ Oedipus Rex” to celebrate his return. The second 
night he revived “ Hamlet,” and now declares he will continue 
with the tragedy until the 100th performance is passed. 

The experiences of Mr. Kellerd are offered by way of com- 
mentary on the frequent demands that Shakspeare be given 4 
chance on Broadway; that managers, for the sake of the theater, 
the drama, and the good of the people, put aside the cheaper 
things they are offering and pay some attention to the Booth 
repertoire. For further comment we refer correspondents to Mr. 
Kellerd himself. - . 

There have been varying accounts as to how th cost of this 
effort at educating New York is being met. One is that a gen- 
tleman named Frost, eager that Mr. Kellerd and the classic 
drama should have their chance, is standing it. Another that 
the actor, having married into the clothing trade, bas induced a 
family syndicate to help him attain his most worthy ambition.

Her dearest dress-with both meanings— 
ig agalmon pink charmeuse which Miss Hajos 
wears for the first time here in Chicago.

The only trimming 
of the waist is fine plaited lace around the 
peck and sleeves. 

With this costume Miss Hajos wears a 
white satin hat, sharply turned up and 
trimmed with an enormous bunch of wired 
vink maline with jagged edges. This, Miss 
Hajos informs me, is the “latest thing in 
Paris.” 

Her eiaborate green gown of the last act 
is of chiffon over satin and heavily embrold- 
ered in gold thread. The embroidery runs in 
tapering panels up the skirt and around the 
yottom and also makes all of the trimming for 
the bodice. An odd chiffon wrap—‘‘a Chi- 
nese pugzzie,"’ the little Hungarian actress 
calls it—is thrown gn over this and {s of green 
chiffon over pale pink. The coat is almost 
entirely covered with brightly colored flow- 
ers of varying sizes, all outlined in gold 
thread. 

“And my headdress,” sighed Miss Hafos, 
clasping her hands together, “how I did 
work to think of something new and differ- 
Every one wears bands of jewels or 
caps. But I wanted something different.*’ 

Well, she got !t. For the queen of Sheba, 
etc. It is an enormous headdress of bright 
green aigrets caught in an also enormous 
rhinestone—helmet, I had nearly sald. The 
aigrets encircle her head like the rays of the 
rising sun depicted in a soap “‘ ad,” and even 
Kitty Gordon, with her tufts of aigrets on 
unéxpected corners of her head, must retire 
before Miss Hajos’ ingenuity.

Henrietta Crosman, in “ The Real Thing,”’ 

preaches the doctrine of clothes. She makes

sister doll herself up in an elaborate white 
satin and unbecoming pearl headdress and re- 
captivate the careless husband. 

So, to be consistent, Miss Crosman prac- 
tices what she preaches and appears in some 
stunning gowns, too. 

Her tan charmeuse of the second act is 
charming. The waist and plain foundation 
skirt are of chiffon embroidered in gold 
thread and trimmed with wide gold lace. 
But only a little of the skirt shows, for a 
point of the charmeuse is caught with a rose 
at the belt and the material is gracefully 
draped completely over the chiffon under- 
skirt to the back, where it is held by the bot- 
tom of the pane!, which falls from the shoul- 
ders. The drapery falls in a soft train, and 
over it lies afi overtrain, broad and square, 
which ig just a continuation of the panel. 

Fut the black velvet of the last act is yet 
more effective. The soft folds of the chiffon 
velvet skirt are drawn to the front and 
caught with a band of sapphires and rhine- 
stones. A similar band of the stones makes 
a deep, narrow V on the bodice, which is 
of white net trimmed with silver lace. Over 
the net hang wings of black tulle, caught at 
the girdle in front, but falling in long loose 
folds in back and gathered into heavy jet 
ornaments at the bottom.

And now, patient soul, we come to the ex- 
citement of. the dramatic fashion book! On 
the very last page, as one saves the frosting 
on the cake to the last, you find what you 
were looking for at the beginning. 

Do I need to say that I'm talking about 
Nazimova and her weird, odd gowns worn in 
“ Bella Donna ’’? 

First she comes on tn a gown of 4ull 
Catawba silk, with the long, straight lines 
she keeps to in all her dresses. There is a 
narrow band of jet outlining the front of an 
extremely low waist line, and the dress 
fastens with silk covered buttons from the 
high collar to the hem. Otherwise there is 
no trimming, no draping, no decoration of 
any kind. , 

Over this she wears a gorgeous wrap of 
brocaded velours de laine, in dull bronsges 
and garnet. This wrap has a mole cape, 
which hangs in a point below the wa/st in 
back, and in front is fastened with an ex- 
quisitively Jeweled buckle. The main colors 
of this oblong buckle are ruby and emerald. 
but in the center ig a large stone burning 
like a black opal. Mme. Nazimova told me 
it Was a new combination of agate and topaz. 

With this costume she carries a huge flat 
muff of mole and wears the dearest little hat 
of the fur, trimmed with a slender bunch of 
kingfisher blue aigrettes. The hat is one of 
those spineless, floppy ones which can be 
folded up and carried in one’s pocket and is 
turned up to suit one’s fancy after it is put 
on. 

In the next act Mme Nazimova wears a 
“ pick of the bunch,” if one dares to be so 
colloquial about such creations and about 
Mme. Nazimova. This gown was woven par- 
ticularly for the actress in Paris, and is as 
exact a representation. of a snake's skin as 
the designer could contrive. Dark red and 
blue and dull browns sigzag across a back- 
ground of lizard green chiffon and are toned 
together with streaks of gold thread. The 
dress seems to be all in one Diece, neither 
beginning nor end, no sign of a waist line 
or seam, just twisted around the body, and 
failing in a long, narrow train. The waist 
slants from high up on one shoulder to deep 
under the right arm, and tha shoulder and 
long, tight sleeve of that arm are of finest, 
sheerest gold chiffon. In her hair she wears 
a broad band of solid rubies, which light up 
her face with a really sinister light. Around 
her arm she has colled a green maline scarf. 
which is weighted at the ends with gold or- 
hament and gold lace. 

Mme. Nazimova has very decided ideas 
about her gowns, and designs them all. She 
never allows a waistline to break the length 
of the lines of her dresses, and usually has 
straight lines from the shoulders to the 
hem, unless she exaggerates the long waist 
by a low, deep girdle. She says that she 
tries as much as possible to carry out the 
graceful lines of the body, and that in this 
role particularly she aims at slender, sinuous 
strength. 

Her clothes are none ef them tight and do 
not confine her at all. They almost invari- 
ably hang from the shoulders and are heay- 
lly weighted. 

“ Lines and colors,” explained Mme. Nazi- 
mova, “are two aids to an actrees to carry 
out the idea she is trying to express in her 
part. And she should study both as careful- 
ly as she does her role. I know new fust 
what color to use to express a certain emo- 
tion or what line to emphasize to carry the 
conviction of my character as I am trying to 
play it.’

Amid 
much that is merely conservative, merely a 
fair expression of average tendencies, of cur 
rent thinking, one may trace always a wave 
of fresher feeling.

Prizes and awards are usually rather po- 
Ntical affairs. Perhaps the chief use of them, 
beyond enriching the recipient, is to adver- 
tise the art in the minds of the general pub- 
lic. The Chicago Artists’ annuals have a long 
list of prizes, not all of which have as yet 
been awarded. However, the largest of them, 
the Kirchberger prize of $300, goes, gracious- 
ly enough, to Wiliam Wendt—if Mr. Wendt 
may still be considered a Chicagoan—for his 
landscape, *‘ Mount San Antonio,” an excel- 
lent if not exceptional example of his work. 

The Shaffer prize of $100 for sculpture, 
awarded to Kathieen B. Rebinson for her 
group, -"* Inspiration,” emphasizes this wom- 
an’s success in fulfilling a difficult commis- 
sion.

At the dealers galiertes thig week are three 
important exhibitiona About twenty paint- 
ings in tempora and oil present the recent 
work of Henry O. Tanner at Thurber’s. At 
O’Brien's those Damon and Pythies friends, 
Herman Dudley Murphy and Ettore Cases, 
offer each sixteen pictures, And B. J. O. 
Nordfeldt, at Roullier’s, shows over a hun- 
dred etchings, including a series from San 
Francisco and Portland, and a new series of 
Chicago subjects. 

Mr. Tanmer is one of the American artists 
who grow. He keeps to a certain range of 
subject and color, but within that range he 
shows an ever increasing distinction of man- 
ner, sureness of touch. Life in Palestine, 
either modern or biblical, with variations in 
Tangier, seeme to be his field. and by day 
and night he sees thie life through e sin- 
gtlariy pearly and iambent dice ané green 
glamour.

He was born In Grern- 
port, N. ¥., Feb 9, 1858, and entered the box- 
ing game in 1884. when he became an assittant 
at the old Cribb club in Bogton.

How to Succeed in. Business 
by Borrowing Money to Start. 


By ANDREW B.:‘ERDMANN. 


S it advisable tv go inte business 
668 with borrowed money?” 

A prosperous business man of the 
old school, who has grown up with 
the city and who has seen the city 

and his own business rise from a humble be- 
ginning to more than gratifying proportions, 
shook his head in the negative in reply to 
this question. 

“If your capital is too small to go into 
the business you have set. your mind on, wait 
until your financial condition improves,” he 
said. “If you are anxious to open a dry 
goods store, but your capital will only permit 
you to buy a pack of goods and become « 
huckster, by all means do the latter. Be- 
come a huckster and stay a huckster until 
you have accumulated sufficient funds to 
open a store with your own capital. The 
same is true in the manufacturing line. 

“ Borrowed money seldom brings success. 
The reason is obvious. If thé man were suc- 
ceseful in hig previous venture he would 
have saved money init. If he bad net saved 
it ig a sign that he either lacked the experi- 
ence or the business sense to make good. 
Now if he failed in his previous occupation, 
whatever Kh was, when he was not harassed 
by the thought of risking other people's 
money, he is all the more apt to fall to make 
good when having upon his mind the worry 
and responsibility for money that does not 
belong to him. 7 

“The man who is established tn:business, 
who is successful. but who finds himself in 
need of extra money, has all the reason in 
the world for borrowing money now and 
then to tide him over a certain period or sea- 
son. But for the beginner to borrow money 
and go into business with it is like buliding 
a house of cards. There is no foundation to 
it. It is bound to fall. The men who have 
succeeded have been men who worked every 
inch of their way themselves.” 


* * 
Another View. and an Example. 

Across the street from the successful mer- 
chant who was so dead against going in 
business with borrowed money was @ living 
contradiction to this man's views. Across 
the street was a little cigar store which’ was 
doing a rushing business. The owner of the 
cigar store opened up the place with money 
r- borrowed from friends. He has since 
paid off all his debts and has ® comfortable 
bank account. 

‘ Golng In business with borrowed money 
is entirely proper,” the cigar dealer said, 
* provided ali other things, such as 
ability and’ a good business location are not 
wanting. Take my case as an example. I 
was working in a downtown cigar store and 
was a successful salesman. I saved up a 
few hundred dollars. But 1 married. A}! 
the money went in furnishing a home for 
my wife and family. After I married my 


salary did not keep pace with the- ‘cost of 


living. I found it impossible to pull my 
bank account up to more tham a hundted 
dollars. 

“Of course I had no means of going into 
business for myself, though I often thought 
about it and went Genie A tew 


respectable stock of goods. The men who 
leaned me money came around several times 
in the fret monthe I was in business for my- 
self, asking how I was getting on. Hach ope 
of them was ready to offer me more money 
until I put tire-store on a paying basis. But 


for the cigar business, I knew It to perfection. 
This combination enabled me to pay off my 
debts in less than two years. 

“ My experience, therefore, teaches mie not 
to be afraid to go into business with borrowed 
money. provided you are sure of the place. 
that it is the right location. and you are 
sure of yourself that you know the busi- 
mess and are the man for it.”

Must Be Human—Not a Machine. 

These are only a few of. the long Hist of 
Chicagoans who have found their way tothe 
top by combining shorthand with sense. 

Their experience shows that to reach ex- 
ecutive position @ man must not be merely 
a competent stenographer: Even if he is 
an expert he will surely stay in the rut if 
he remaing an automaton who takes dicta- 
tion and transcribes his notes mechanipally. 

To get ahead he must understand his cor- 
respondence. He must make a study of his 
work, so that the information contained 
therein will be information, not mere words, 
t. him. Thus he will gain a basic knowledge 
with which to meet the demands of the posi- 
tion held by the man higher up. 

The machine made stenographer ie the one 
an employer refuses to encourage. Many 
of them,are fairly good shorthand writers, 
but they lack the ability to grasp essential 
details. They jack tnitiative, they are not 
aggressive, they do not advance idea® which 
will prove short cuts to labor and develop 
economy. 

They seem content with holding down a 
typewriting job, keeping an eye on the clock. 
They have no eye on the future. Business 
men say this class of mem are not assets. 
They are only fillers in, working for a stipend 
that satisfies. And they will always be the 
same.

“ Bastern Oregon lies principally within 
the gréat*intermountain region of the Co- 
fwmbie river drainage. The extreme south- 
ern and southeastern portion, however, falls 
whhiti the great’ basin region, which has 
no outlet to the sea. Within. the intermoun- 
taim region there are many Irrigated valleys 
the soils of-which consist of loams and 
sandy loams. The soils are principaliy de- 
rived from baealtic outfiows and volcanic ash, 
although extensive areas of soils derived 
from lake. sediment’ are also to be feund. 

“In general the soil of western Oregon’ is 
a@ gray or black tox, very deep, fertile, and

“It must not be understood, ho er, that 
in’ this state there are lands in th if set- 
tled districts, or even near the environs of the 
larger communities, that are open to entry. 
In fertility and agricultura] value much of 
the public Iand is equal to any in, the state, 
but most of It is In the newer and less devel- 
oped sections and is naturally ine whe con- 
dition. 

“A great portion of the public land is mani- 
festly unsuited to agricultural purposes, but 
much of jt is desirable for farming and re- 
mains government land because it fs far from 
railroad transportation. With the extension 
of railroads, however, these lands | will be- 
come as valuable as any. 

* Thousands of acres have pata filed upon 
during the last reason in central Oregon, 
where the near approach of the rellroads 
along the Deechutesriver has solved the 
great problem of transportation. , 

“Valuable government land, as yet unap- 
propriated, is scattered throvghqut the state 
and every county, with the possible exception 
of Multnomag, has some area of unappro- 
priated land. The only way for an intending 
settler to eatisfy himself as to the value of a 
tract of public land is to consult the records 
of the land office in that district and then 
make a:personal examination of the particu- 
lar tract he wishes to locate upon. 

“ Another point needs to be borne in mind 
by the intending settler. The notion has 
préevalled .in the past that the requirements 
of the laws covering government lands could 
be evaded. The time for laxity In the land 
office requirements has passed and the set- 
tler must occupy the land in goed faith if he 
hopes to secure a titie. This means contin- 
uous residence (with the exception of periods 
allowed under certain conditions) and the 
homestead must be the real home of the 
claimant to “Nhe exclusion.of every other 
place. 

* Many prefer to buy outright farme that 
are improved anc near to raliroads and towns 
rather then to settle on vacant land and de- 
velop it from its raw state to the point of 
productivity. 
of the state. The prices are, of course, de- 
pendent upon location, sofl, and the amount 
of improvement. The figures probably range 
from $5 to $10 per acre for rough stump land 
up tc $2,500 per acre for some of the most 
highly improved orchard properties.

How to Obtain Public Land. 

‘Government lande in the state are classi- 
fied as agricultural, timber, desert; and min- 
eral lands, according to their character and 
the manner in which they may be obtained; 
State lands include all of these classes. and 
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| 00d faith to make for himself a home. 
“Timber land can be had from the govern- 
menteunder the timber and stone act. no pur- 
‘chaser being allowed over 160 acres. The 
land must be valuable chiefly for its timber, 
for if it has valuable mineral deposits it must 
be taken under the mineral laws. The fact 
must be set forth in an aMfidavit and pub- 
ished for sixty days, at the end of which 
time, if there are no adverse claims, the land 
‘may be secured by = seman of $2.50 per 
acre.

“Reports must be made every three years 
showing that {mprovements have been made 
to the value of $1 per acre and that'one-eighth 
of. the land has been put under cultivation. 
On payment of $1 per acre additional the 
government will issue a patent. If the land 
is within the limits of a railroad grant, how- 
ever, the price is $2.50 per acre. Arid lands

Oregon "bgeke sli Settlers. 

“ Oregon has for sale about 500,000 acres of 
school lands, most of which lie in eastern 
Oregon, consisting of the sixteenth and thirty- 
sixth section of each township where not al- 
ready sold. This land !s sold at not less than 
$7.50 an acre. Any persdén of 18 years of age 
who méets the recéssaty Tegal requirements 
may purehase up to 320 acres of schoo! land. 
No residence upon the land is required. The 
payments must be-made in five annual in- 
stallments of $1.50 per acre.

“ Will you give me exact instructions for 
making coffee with a percolator? How 
long should it boil? eS ¢* 

Coffee made in a percolator should not 
be allowed te boll;. the advantage of the 
DOt of this variety is-that the coffee does 
not. have to boll. The advocates of the 
percolator affirm a poisonous of] is ex- 
tracted from the coffee by beiling and that 
the delicate aroma and flavor escape in the 
eteam. 

Have your kettle filled wtih fresh cold 
water and put ower the flame and use the 
water at the firet’holl. before it has cooked 
long enough to ‘lose its gases and become 
flat and hard. Allow a heaping tablespoon 
of coffee for each cup. put this in the pot, 
pour in the water, and let it drain through 
the percolator; fill] again and continue 
with this until you have the quantity you 
need. You can pour off the coffee from 
the pot and put ft through again if you wish 
to add strength. Set the pot on the fire 
to keep warm, but do not permit it to bot!

Recipe for Nougat. 


“Will you please publish a rule for mak- 
ing nougat and add another to the many 
good things I have found in your depart- 
ment?

Bianch half a pound of Jordan almonds 
by pouring bolling water over them letting 
them stand in this for five minutes, and 
then taking them out and removing the 
skins. Cut each almond into long thin 
strips and set them in a warm place to dry. 
Cook together in a clean agate saucepan 
five ounces of granulated sugar until it 
browns, add your almonds, which ghould 
also be hot, and mix al! wel! together; then 
pour into a buttered pan. When it cools 
cut the candy into strips and it Is ready 
to eat as soon as it is cold.

Appeal to German Hausfrau. 


“ Wil some of the ‘ Cornerites ' come to 
my rescue? lam anxious to know how te 
minke the Scotch shortbread, made of but- 
ter, sugar, and flour. It is really a cake 
and is delicious Also the Germans makee 
cake called terti and a dessert. apple 
streudel. 

“I know I am asking a great deal and 
have only this original recipe to offer in 
return. I find it supplies a good use for 
extra yolks of eggs when I am making @ 
white cake or a meringue: 

“ CUP CUSTARDS—Te the well beaten 
volks of six eggs add a half cup of sugar, 
two small cups of milk. half a cup of desic- 
cated cocoanut, two tablespoons of meked 
butter, vanilla to taste. Pour the mixture 
into three cups, stand them in a pan of boil- 
ing water, and bake in a moderate oven 
until firm in center. This will take about 
twenty minutes. Remove the custard from 
the cups when it is cold and serve with 
cream. Occasionally I pour about a table- 
spoon of liquid carame! (burnt sugar sirup) 
in the bottom of the cups and turn the 
custard in on this. When baked the cara-

Thanks for the recipe, I confess that but- 
ter in a custard is a new notion to me, but 
I should think ft would add both to the 
richness of the dish and to its flavor. Have 
you ever tried stirring grated chocolate into 
the custard instead of the cocoanut? I 
should think it might be a pleasant varia- 
tion, | 

As to the Scotch shortbread, I can give you 
@ recipe presented to me years ago by a dear 
old lady of Scottish blood, birth. and breed- 
jog The shortbread she made was as de- 
licious as any 1 have ever eaten, and my 
own success with the recipe proved its ac- 
curacy. It any of our readers have other 
directions which are tested and trustworthy 
I shall be glad to receive them and print 
them. 

For the other dishes you wish I must 
rely upon the Cornerites. I have eaten sev- 
eral different kinds of German cakes which 
were called “torti.” One was an “ apfel- 
torte,” and there were others with nuts in 
them Instead of apples and also with fruits 
~apricots and plums and the like. I am 
sure some of our German hausfrauen can 
help us out with these and with the “ ap- 
plestreudel,” too. The latter is a dish with 
which | am not familiar. 

SCOTCH SHORT BREAD—Chop e pound 
of butter into two pounds of flour, ~fter 
you, have softened the butter a little oy 
putting it near the fre. Kneadinthe ugar 
and make the dough into a sheet about bair 
an inch thick, rolling it out smooth. ou 
can cut it into shapes with a biscuit .- 
cake cutter or make it inte squares Lay 
buttered paper on a shallow tin and oake 
the cake until crisp and of a yellowish 
brown. While it is bot. juat Defore tas.ng 
from the oven, sprinkle pink and white 
comfits over the top.

Keeping Shelled Nuts. 

“When seedless raising rst casne in [ 
buy buch & quaatity as I think will be 
sufficient "for the year, use flour to rub 
them clean, after looking them over for 
stones or other undesirable things, then 
sift the raisins in a pan sieve and put 
them away in glass jars with tightly Sitting 
tops, ihougn wilneut rubbers, and they 
ate réady (o use. = k @on’t know. how to 
keep shelled puts becoming wormy. 
Piease tell me how. 

“Could you tell me where I can obtain 
seeds or roots of spearmint? One spring 
I sent to a seedsmian and received a peck- 
age of peppermint seed. When I protested 
he informed me that it was all one pepper- 
mint family. But | wanted the spearmint 
branch and did not get. it! 

“May I offen, you my sincere thanks for 
your help in the paper? I am past 68 years 
of age and have been a home maker for 
forty-eight years, but as I -was not taught 
to cook as a girl at home, though I know 
how things ought to be, I cannot always 
get them right. So your department is a 
great help. s. D.” 

I do not myself know of any method by 
which you can keep shelled nuts for an in- 
definite length of time, unless you set them 
in the oven long enough to kill any lurking 
larv2 or eggs. Why do you shell them? 
My ownvobservation is that nuts which 
have been shelied a long time are dry and 
bard. Sheil them as they are needed, unless 
you wish to salt or sugar them. . Then the 
cooking does the work of a preservative. 

You ought to have no difficulty in pur- 
chasing spearmint from a responsible 
seedseman or nurseryman. or perhaps some 
of our readers can put you in the way of 
getting them. You have my sympathy if 
you never learned how to cook. as a girl. 
for you have lost a great pleasure as well 
as an incalculable convenence and com- 
fort. I am gied if I help you, and I have 
you will send a line to me whenever I can 
be of any use to you in solving probiems.

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His mother taught him to when he 
was very young and she told ‘to him 
from books she had known in her eariier 
years, and the boy and his older sister Sarah 
wold draw closeiy to the mother’s knee and 
listen wide-eyed io her tales of wonder. 
"Phe boy was very poor. He was born in a 
ittle fog cabin and ail his boyhood he lived 
in the backwoods, so books wee really a 
fixury, and the boy thought he was fortunte

eat and ciothes to wear, and sucn funny 
clothes as he did wear to be sure, 
Hw mother was as good a shot with the rifle 
as his father, 80 sne not only kiled the wild 
game of the forest, but she cooked it and 
dressed the skins, and used toe skins for 
clothing for her fam.iy. So the boy had coat, 
trousers, and moccasins all made of deer- 
akin. On his head he wore a cap mace of 
raccoon skin with the tail of the animai hang- 
ing down his back, His home made shirt 
was of wooi and dyed trom ju.ces taken from 
plants and roots of trees trom the forest. 
The boy was iong and /anky, and grew so 
fast that sometimes his trousers were much 
teo short for him, and often his thin brown 
legs would show between his moccasins and 
trouse.6. GQuite a tunny ioking Voy we 
woud think if we shouid see him today.’ But 
most of the boys at that time were dressed 
in the same manner, for these were‘the pio- 
neer days in the wilderness and the boy of 
that day was well pleased with his su. vf 
detrskin. Then ali the other boys in school 
-Were dressed in the same manner, so what 
*Gid it matter?

His mother insisted that the boy should 
go to school, although she had taught him 
how to read, write, spell, and do number 
work; still she Wanted him to lea:n all he 
could from the book. So the boy, dressed all 
im his best, with his older sister, Sarah, wouid 
walk Many weary m.ies through the wilder- 
ness to the schovis, and such a schooi as was 
kept in those early days. If a traveling 
schoolmaster shouid come along and knew 
how to “ read, write, and cipher,’ he was al- 
lowed to open a little schovwl, and then was 
boarded out by the people nearby until such 
time as he wandered elsewhere. Then for 
months there would be np school atall. And 
if by chance some other teacher came that 
Away, the school would again be opened for a 
short time. 

So in all this boy’s life he only had the op- 
portunity to go to school for one whole year. 
But he made the best of his advantages and 
whenever he studied anything from tne book 
he never forgotit. He stored it away in his 
mind, for he was always anxious to remem- 
ber anything that was worth while. 

A schoolmate once said of the boy: “ He 
Was always at school early, and attended to 
his studics. - He lost no time at home, and 
when he was not at work he was at his 
books. He carried his books with him to 
work, so that he might read when he rested 
from liabor.”’

When he was only about 9 years old, this 
boy had to endure a great sorrow. He lost 
his dear mother. He had moved twice since 
he was born in that little log cabin in Ken- 
tucky, and now the family Were living in 
a miserable little home In Indiebea, when bis 
dear mother was taken suddenly ill, and 
there in the wilderness she died.

So he wrote his first letter and sent it over 
to Kentucky to their old pastor. It was 
Many weary months before the pastor could 
come to the grief stricken family, but at 
last in the Springtime he came to their he!p. 

Many neighbors gathered from near and 
far, and there in the wilderness the good 
pastor preached to the people, and over the 
grave in the forest he read the simple buria! 
service 

These last sad rites made a great impres- 
gion on the mind of the boy. Inall his moth- 
ers busy life of waary toll she had always 
found time to teach him. She read and dis- 
cussed with him God's book, the Bible, and 
the boy never forgot her teachings.

A boy born in a log cabin a man who be- 
came president and helped the country 
through its darkest night, it secms a long 
journey from a log cabin to the White House 
and yet that journey was possible to this 
boy who had all his life made the most of 
his opportunities and on his life journey had 
always traveled with “ The Book.”

Ways to Make Slip Larger, 

Instead of the ordinary combinctions, «a 
princess slip ie far more practical !n every 


way. If you are careful in making your 
princess slipit can be made wider as you need 
ft, and th t will be comfortable for a long 


time. It ts well to remember when making 
maternity clothes that it is far better for the 
body to have the weight of the ciothing hang 
from the shoulders than from the ordinary 
waist line, and, of course, that proves an- 
other advantage for the princess slip. in- 
stead of the ordinary shirt and drawers, 
union suits, I am sure, would be far more 
cemfortable for this same reason. 

Corsets are @ big item in a maternity out- 
fit. There are many women |! knew who do 
not wear them then, but what those who 
advocate maternity corsets say seems rea- 
sonable. They contend that the abdominai 
musecies are under a great strain that not 
only makes the figure look shapeless at the 
time, but that they may become so weak that 
you may never recover your figure again. 

Maternity corsets are not expensive, for 
the ready made ones may be had for §1 up toe 
$8. For from $10 up to $16 one may have 
them made to order. They are all made 
with various contrivances for making them 
larger. so it really isn't necessary to get new 
ones every few monthsa.

Princess Slip Most Practical. 

To come beck to the princess slip, there 
ace Many ways in which to make one aad 
have it @o that It can be made larger as you 
need the extra width. One way would be to 
fave a tuck on either side of each seam and 
then one perbaps at the center front, and you 
might let one tuck out at a time as you need 
it. Or if you prefer, when cutting the slip 
out, leave a good generous seam ail around— 
say perhaps two inches on either side of 
every gore and even on the shoulders. Then 
when you want to make ik larger, stitch the 
garment over again—perhaps a half inch 
eway from the original stitching. When the 
first hae been ripped out, you will have made 
the garment very much larger. 

You might find it advisable, instead of mak- 
ing the sitp all tn one im princess effect, to 
have it semi-empire and have the skirt and 
waist cut separate, though sewed together. 
When cutting the front, allow three. inches 
at the cersrter, sloping ft off to nothing at the 
center back. This extra material will be 
taken up at first and let down a little at a 
time as required. 

Make the seams at either side of the fronr 
gore very wide. allowing about six inches at 
either side. The other gores must algo have 
wide seams, but not as wide as those of the 
front.

1 think that you will find buttons tue most 
practical in making the flounces adjustable. 
You can either make the silp long, finishing 
off with a small ruffle, to serve as a dust 
ruffle under the other flounce, or cut it off 
and finish It a little below the knee, or rather 
at a length which will be all right when the 
flounce has been aftached. 

If you do make it full length, measure up 
from the bottom the width of the flounce, 
and put a row of buttons all around at that 
measure from the bo-tom, letting the but- 
tons come about four or five inches apart. 
To cover the buttons you might either use 
a plain band of the material, or if you would 
like you might get a piece of embroidery in- 
sertion of some sort of band trimming, just 
attaching above the buttons, s~ that when the 
flounce has been buttoned op the embroidery 
will hang over it. 

If you cut off the bottom of the petticoat 
you might, instead of the usual hem. put a 
smali one in, about an inch and « quarter 
wide. Above that, measure another inch and 
a quarter, or rather measure from the bottam 
edge of the hem, two and a half inches. and 
crease the materia! at that point all around. 
Then stitch it an inch and a quarter from the 
crease, making a wide tuck. This latter will 
serve for the embroidery when the buttons 
have been put on the hem.

Dressing Sacque Essential. 

Of course you will have to have a dressing 
sacque in your maternity outfit, .so I would 
suggest one with an empire back, from which 
you might have ribbons come around the 
front to tie. This will save the inconven- 
lence of making the garment larger as you 
need it. i ‘ 

In the dresses, both for the house and going 
out, I have suggested before the making of 
a lining. I am sure that you will agree with 
me that shirtwaists and skirts are not con- 
venient or comfortable enough at such «a 
time and ought not. be included in the out- 
fit. You see, it is best to have all the weight 
hang from the shoulders. Im the separate 
skirt there will be a strain at the waist line 
which will prove to be quite tiring after you 
have been wearing it for a few hours. 

ut to come back to the lining. The best 
kind is that in which, instead of merely hav- 
ing plain seams that may be opened and 
made larger as you require, the edges of the 
seams’ lace together. Then they may be 
easily let out without any trouble. 

After you have cut the lining carefully, ai- 
lowing an inch at all the edges for the seams, 
baste it together and fit it smoothly but eas- 
ily, and do not make it snug anywhere. The 
under arm seams: can be bound with silk 
seam binding. In the other seams make « 
hem of the extra material. This will makea 
hem on each side of the seam. 

Cut four bias strips of the lining material. 
Each strip should be a little longer than the 
side seams and three and a half inches long. 
These can be hemmed on one edge, and the 
other will be stitched te ome side of the 
seam. 

Then alcug the hems on either side of the 
seam put rows of eyelets about an inch ands 
hal? apart. 

Then the bastings of the seame may be 
opened. This will make the garment com- 
fortable and will allow for expansion as 
needed. 
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Answers to Sewing Queries. 


KENILWORTH: I can’t [!magine why 
your princess slips should creep up around 
your hipe in a bunch, unless you have made 
them. too tight in the waist and hips. They 
should fit loosely. If the troubie does not Ile 
in the fitting It may be possible that the ma- 
terial In your union suits or underwear is 
responsible for the creeping up. 

Sometimes the shine can be removed by 
sponging the place with a wet cloth, then 
taking a clothes brush and brushing the 
matertal lightly against the nap. Then press 
again, either on the wrong side or on the right 
side, with a plece of heavy muslin between 
the material] and the tron. 

If Drushing will not take the dust out of 
your accordion plaited nun’s veiling, you had 
better tna it to a good cleaner. The only 
thing you could do at home would be to use 
some one of the good cleaning fluids on the 
market, or wash the place with some good 
soap or sdap tree bark. While you might 
succeed itn cleaning the skirt, you would have 
dimficalty im pressing the plaits in again. 
Why don’t you rip the skirt apart, wash it 
thoroughly. and make up some other way? 

Steaming over hot vinegar is recommended 
by some to remove the shine from materials.

I look upon home making ag the ‘highest 
of all callings and have entered into it as 
a privilege ae well as a great responsibility 
Too meny women regard their work 2s a 
task to be gotten through with asquickly as 
possible. It is a problem growing more com- 
plex each day and must be met intelligently. 
gently 

My husband and I consider the task worthy 
of our best endeavors and work together in 
making every dollar count. We have only 
a 8, rate salary, but by careful buying 
have managed to make our savings account 
grow. 

We pay cash for everything and.do all our 
marketing personally. We never buy with- 
out Knowing about what we are going to 
pay. We keep a pair of ccales in our kitchen 
and compare the weights of all articles when 
they are delivered. Strict adherence to this 
rule means more supplies in the storeroom. 

We eat little meat and never buy the ex- 
pensive cuts. It is momey in the pocket to 
know how to make cheap cuts into palatable 
distes. We buy 100 pounds of sugar in the 
spring, because the price adwances during 
the fruit season. I aiways can sufficient 
fruit to last until the following summer. 
| also can tomatoes, unless they are un- 
usually expensive. We raise beets in our 
own little garden, to have several quarts put 
up for winter, besides supplying the table 
during the growing season. 

We use Mttle canned'goods. We buy apples, 
potatoes, cabbages, etc., in large quantities 
direct from the producer, if possible. Of 
course, this is practicable only when, one

I do all my own baking, though that in- 
cludes few pastries. We find stewed fruita 
splendid substitute for pies, and it is much 
cheaper and more healthful.

HE name Lincoln has been perhaps the most nota- 
ble in the history of the United States. Teun dis- 
tinguished Americans have borne the uame, and 
their careers and deeds have done much toward 

building the indestructible fabric of which the nation ‘s 

composed. 

Of the Lincalng whe have graced the pages of Amer- 
ican history, Abraham Lincoln is, ef course. the beat 
known. His biographers state that the great emancipa- 
-ter was little concerned in the genealogy of the Lineotn 
“family; that he eprang from most commen stock, aud 
that he was totally ignorant of hig ancestry. Researci. 
however, proves that Abraham Linealn was deeply in- 
terested in his family tree, and while it has aot been 
definitely settled that the ten great men who bore the 
name of Lincoln and whose av‘hievements have been 
chronicled in the history of the natidn were of the same 
lineage, the belief of Lincoln himself that all the Lincolns 

gb America were born of the same common New ng 
“land ancestry is to be given considerable credence 

Lincoln, contrary to the statements af his biographers 

did make the study of his ancestry a mission in life. 
* * 

Thought Ancesiry Worth Looking Up. 

One of Abraham Lincoln’s blegraphers declared that 
“ Lincoln’s ancestors and relatives were ef the most ob- 
scure whose careers are pot worth investigating or re 
cording.” Lincoln himself, however, thought otherwise, 
as disclosed by the correspondence he had with a relative 
in Virginia. Much of this correspondence is said to have 
been destroyed and lost, but some of it is now in the pos- 
session of an Abraham Lincoln of Rockingham, Va. Th 
communications passed between Lincoln and David Lin- 
coln. Lincoln inspired the correspondence by addressing 
the Virginian as follows: 

“Your very worthy representative, Gov. McDowell! 
bas given me your name and address, and as my father 
was born in Rockingham [Virginia] whence his father. 
Abraham Lincoln, emigrated to Kentucky about the 
year 1782, I have concluded to address you to ascertain 
whether we are of the same family. I! shall be much 
obliged if you will write me, telling me whether you in 
any way know anything of my grandfather. what rela 
tion you are to him, and so on: also if yor know where 
your family came from, when they settled in Virginia. 
tracing them back as far ag your knowledge extends.” 

David Lincoln replied to the letter of Abraham. but 
this letter unfortunately has been lost. That he did an- 
swer Abraham’s letter, however, is proved by the reply 
which Lincoln sent him on receipt of the answer: 

“ Last evening I was much gratified by receiving and 
reading your letter. There is no longer any doubt that 
your uncle Abraham and my grandfather was the same 
man. His family did reside in Washington county. 
Kentucky, just.as you say you found them in 1801 or 
"02. The oldest son, Uncle Mordecai, nearly twenty 
years ago removed from Kentucky to Hancock county. 
[llinois, where, within a year or two afterward, he died 
and where his surviving children now live. His two sons 
there now are Abraham and Mordecai, and their post- 
office is La Harpe.” 

x 
Tracing Grandfather's Brothers. 

At some length the president then refers to other Lin- 
colns who were his relatives, and continues: 

“I think my father has told you that grandfather had 
four brothers-—Isaac, Jacob, John, and Thomas. Is that 
correct? And whith of them was your father? Are 
any of them alive? I am quite sure that Isaac resided 
at Wataga, near a point where Virginia and Tenuesse: 
ee What was your father’s Christian name? 
Was he or not a Quaker? About what time did he 
emigtate from Berks county, Pennsylvania, to Virginia ? 
Do you know anything of your family (or, rather, I mer 
now say our family) farther back than your gran4- 
father? If it be not too ufuch trouble to you I shail 
be much pleased to hear from you again. Be assured | 
will call on you should anything ever bring me near you. 
I shall give your respects to Goy. McDowell, as you 
desire.” 

It is true that the records of the Lincoln family living 
at Rockingham, Va., were destroyed by the confederate 
army, but in some instances county records were dupll- 
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old and larger ones. From the investigation I have made 
into these records I am thoroughly satisfied that tha 
Lincolns of America are the issue of eight brothers who 
‘emigrated to New England and urrived at Hingham in 
1635, and that these Lincolns were of an heraldic family.

women (and for old ones, too, for that mat- 
ter) who desire to learn to make love, al- 
though chiefly they come with the avowed 
idea of learning to make some one else love 
them.

periods and before becoming masters of the 
art of lovemaking.

It is a scientific 
school of lovemaking. 

“In my youth I was perhaps as bashful

It was positive misey for me to 
talk to a woman. I fell in love with a girl 
when I was 19, and if she had not been the 
most sensible and clear sighted girl in the 
world I never would have married her, because 
she simply had to manage the courtship and 
make me propose to her. During our married 
life we often spoke of it and made a joke of it. 

“My sister suffered the same way. She 
choked and grew scarlet if a boy addressed 
her, and she would run home and cry and 
have attacks of nerves when invited to a dance 
or party.. My wife and I noticed this and 
trained her until she gained poise and self- 
possession.

Got the Idea in Europe. 


“ After the death of my wife I went abroad 
and was gone two years. In Paris and Vien- 
na—in fact, every capital in Burope, and y.t 
more especially in Paris and St. Petersburg— 
I saw private tutors, companions, or teach- 
ers instructing the young men and women of 
the better classes in the finer arts of social 
communion with persons of the opposite sex. 

“On my return I proposed to my sister 
that we teach young people as they are taught 
privately in Europe by private instractors. 
She laughed over the idea, but I was in ear- 
nest. I argued our own case and how much 
we could have been helped if we had had any 
one to whom to go for advice and for informa- 
tion regarding rules of conduct.- Finally she 
remarked that I might try it on Miss F., 
a girl friend who was ridiculously in love with 
a young man of our acquaintance, so much 
so, in fact, that every one seemed to be dware 
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of it except the young man, who did not ap- 
pear to more than notice her casually, 

“That really was the start of the school. 
My sister brought Miss F. to the flat. I talked 
quite plainly with her. She wept, and grew 
angry. and blushed, and ran the gamut of 
emotions. I said: 

“You really are a pretty girl if you would 
study dress and train yourself out of self- 
consciousness. You are not naturally awk- 
ward. It is your self-consciousness that 
makes you so.

Girl Soon Captured Young Man. 

“ Miss F. agreed to take instructions. My 
sistér helped me. In two lessons she grew 
interested. In the third, honestly, the girl 
was starting to flirt with me—just for prac- 
tice. In a month she had acquired poise and 
confidence in her own ability—so much so 
that she decided she knew enough for her own 
purpose. Inside of two months she had the 
young man begging, and she told my sister she 
refused him five times before she finally ac- 
cepted him. 

“We started the school in a small way. 
We could not advertise, but our pupils adver- 
tised us. The first man who came to me was 
a young fellow of 26 who was sent us by his 
mother. who had been told we taught a sye- 
tem of curing bashfulness.

“During the first year of the school we 
taught only specific cases—studied individuais 
and applied oir theories to cure certain short- 
comings of the individual.

We did 
not teach scientifically; if Mary Jones was 
in love with Tom Brown we simply trained 
her with an idea of attracting Brown to her, 
or, rather, explained to her by what means 
Brown would be attracted. It was not satis-

“I was studying the nervous phenomena of 
bashfulness especially, and. took up the study 
of eugenics. By that time we were becom- 
ing prosperous and had numerous students. 
But I wanted to get away from the idea of 
acting as a sort of marriage broker and to 
teach scientifically and impersonally ; to teach 
love making and the art of making oneself 
beloved in the abstract. I aimed at a college 
to prepare men and women for marriage, to 
teach the young the meaning of marriage and 
to train them in the arts of courtship.

His Sister Teaches the Girls. 

“TIT realized I was treading on dangerous 
ground. But for the presence of my sister and 
mother I scarcely would have dared touch the 
subject. My sister studied the sex problem 
deeply, and to her, of course, fell the duty of 
instructing the girls. I.ondertook to teach 
the men who came to me for help in their love 
affairs. 

“It required two years before we com- 
menced to work with mixed classes in the ab- 
stract. Before that each student was coached 
privately. The school, however, grew so that 
I was compelled’ to group the students by 
ages and sexes and to lecture and instruct 
In special cases special 
training was given. 

“TI lecture on love, marriage, the propaga- 
tion of the race, the duty of parents. I have 
lectured on the nervous phenomenon of bash- 
fulness and its relation to courtship and mar- 
riage: bow it may be. overcome by psycho- 
pathic treatments. In cases where bashful- 
ness and diffidence approach a disease I send 
the patient to a practitioner. 

“| have a big class of men once a week to 
whom I lecture‘on the duty of « father to his 
son. I have classes of boys. My sister has

a large class of women to whom she lectures 
on their duties toward their daughters aad 
gives instruction in how they shall teach the 
children the vital secrets of life.

lt Is Not a Marriage Bureau. 

“ Our school naturally has divided itself into 
distinct departments, and we have as many 
as we feel we can handle with justice to them- 
selves. We are compelled to refuse many 
who come out of mere curiosity, or worse, and 
some who come with absurd desires. I had 
an offer of $500 last week from an aged wid- 
ower with four crown daughters and a son 
if I would pick him a good young wife from 
my classes. I telephoned his son to place 
him under surveillance. 

“ Please, if you intend to write this(school 
up, do not in any way confuse it with any 
marriage bureau. We are not in that business 
We never introduce one of our female stu- 
dents to a male student and do not permit 
any flirting or meetings between the sexes 
here. We never have had a case in which 
two of our students got married, save in one 
instance, and that was because both a man 
and a girl came to us for help to marry each 
other. | 

“In that case we had been instructing the 


girl only a week, and when the man came we * 


were compelled to conceal from each the fact 
that the other had consulted with us. In 
fact, the male and female students do not 
care to meet each other, probably being a 
little ashamed of being found out. We teach 
the highest morality and that true happiness 


in the married state depends largely upon it, 


both before and after wedlock.” 

There was only one class in session at: the 
time. Miss Torrison and Miss Peters were 
instructing a class of five young men—four 
quite young and one middle aged and scrious— 
in the art of courtship. 

“Two of the young men want to get mar- 
ried and are learning how to please the girls 
they love,” said Miss Torrison. “The other 
two young ones merely want instruction in 
how to behave in the presence of women. The 
older man is seeking to regain the love of a 
wife who left him, and thinks he can do it 


by being less rough in bis manners. — I’m 


afraid his case is hopeless. He's too good. for 
the wife, but he’ll never think that way.”

In “ The Girl and the Gun” the villain’s atc- 
complice is photographed in the act of sévering 
a rope fastened to a trellis which rises majesti- 
cally Over three hundred feet in the air. Far 
below, at the end of this rope, the villain proper 
and the noble hero are locked in a death embrace. 

The accomplice, for reasons of his own, de- 
termines to cut the rope and drop the combatants 
into a rocky valley. He raises his hatchet to 
commit the foul deed. 

But the destroying blade never descends. 
Across the valley, her eyes glued to the sights 
of a big gun, stands the hero’s sweetheart. Per- 
mit this man to cut that rope and drop her lover 
into eternity? Never! Bang! She shoots across 
the valley. 

The man at thé top of the trellis rises, mortal- 
ly wounded, throws his atms above his head, 
and falls backward over the structure. 

Here’s wheré the camera lies. It gives you 
the impression that the wounded man has fallen 
into thé valley three hundred feet below. But 
not so. He falls over the trellis and drops 
lightly into a nét about four feet below the spot 
on which he knélt when he was shot.

The twelve hundred or more affiliated mem- 
bers were ‘obtained by a hotise to house 
canvass, and include only the names of the 
persons who were at home at the time the 
canvass was made. These are listed by 
wards and precincts in a card index, and are 
members of the precinct organizatipns, which 
have not been completed. 

The league has many men enrolled on its 
membership list, and in many instances the 
children of the family proudly proclaim their 
allegiance to the organization and are quite 
as ready and willing to hand their dues over 
tu Mise Lucy 8.

Mise Celia Campbell, the enthusiastic presi- 
dent of the league, is comparativedy a new 
convert to woman's suffrage Before moving 
to Chicago two years ago, Miss Campbell 
had taught in the state norma! echool of Mis- 
sourl, where suffrage practically wae an 
unknown subject of conversation.

SOLVE THE LOAN SHARK PROBLEM. 
* Noone but. philosopher or a man with 
a hide like a hippopotamus dares make @ 
salary loan,” said a lawyer defending a loan 
shark before Judge Landis. 
His point was that the attacks made by 
legislators, newspapers, and other agencies 


than 7 per cent per annum keép ordinary 
reputable men out of the business of making 
smoall loans. He expatiated at lengthon the 
‘andoubted fact that the lending of money in 
gmall amounts to people who have only their 
earning power or their:housebold furniture 
to offer as security is an honorable and val- 
uable form of public service. He pointed 
out that this service is pot performed by 
state or national banks, and urged that the 
man who risked financial loss and incurred 
public contempt to perform it should be 
dealt witl? leniently. 

The weakness of the argument is that it 
would permit-the crook to supply in his own 
unrestricted way and for persona! profit the 
deficiencies of the statutes. The remedy, of 
course, should be changes in the lays such 
as would permit persoms of more tender 
“hides” and consciences than hippopotam! 
to engage in the making of small loans. 

Tus Trusvune, after dealing with huv- 
dreds of loan sharks and thousands of loan 
shark yictims during the last year, has come 
to the conclusion ‘that the remedy does not 
lie in more stringent legislation against the 
charging of. more than 7 per cent a year 
nor in the blind enforcement of criminal! laws 
against usury. Such a course of action re- 
sults in greatest disaster to the innocent by- 
stander. 

In the past the person chiefly considered 
by Jegislators hag been the usurious lender, 
The person most entitied to consideration— 
the small borrower—-has been ignored. It 
is an ugly fact that repressive legislation 
against usurers has usually increased the 
rate of interest borrowers were obliged to 
pay. 

It is unquestioned that the business of 
loaning on salary and chattels cannot. be 
conducted profitably under an iuterest 
eharge of 7 percent perannum. Therefore 
no law abiding person can engage in this 
business. Therefore the clerk or mechanic 
who must borrow is driven to the gentlemen 
with hippopotamus hides. One factor which 
bears on the interest charged on every loan 
made is that of the risk involved. The 
greater the risk taken by the lender and the 
more unstable his security, the higher his 
charge. When the lender risks the wiping 

out of bis security and a jail sentence as well 
in making a loan his rate will necessarily be 
enormous. 

For this reason Tux Trieune, in con- 
ducting its campaign againat loan sharks for 
the last year, has insisted that borrowers 
should pay back the principal borrowed with 
legal interest. THe Trreune campaign has 
saved thousands of victims from the pay- 
ment of usury, has kept other thousands 
from ever patronizing the sharks, has driven 
many sharks out of business, and has paved 
the way for intelligent legisiation, but it has 
not forced up interest rates to those obliged 
to deal with the sharke. 

All the work done by Ture TRIBUNE is at 
best a temporary expedient. The new legis- 
lature should teke up the problem and bring 
about the creation of a banking system which 
will extend credit to the most numerous class 
of borrowers—these who heve only their 
edrhing power or furniture to offer as se- 
curity. 

The loaning of money to this class should 
not be dope asa charity. The great major- 
ity of them do not want to borrow money ai 
rates unprofitable to the lender. They will 
not patronize semi-philanthropic societies 
for loaning money. They are willing to pay 
whatever rate of interest ig necessary to 
handle their loans in a busivessiike manner. 

This means that the present limitation of 
interest charges oo this cleas of loaus should 
be increased from 7 per cent per annum to 
whatever figure is necessary to establish the 
business on a firm foundation—1%¢ or 2 per 
ceat a month. -Let the business be confined 
to benks or to specially ceased companies 
under strict supervision. Let the business 
of loaning $50 for six months to a man who 
needs ft be made legal and respectable. 
Make it posaibie for men without hippopota- 
mus hides or sophistical philosophy to en-

Hugo Munsterberg, in the current North | 
American Review, writes of experiments | 
to test men psychologically for their 
ability to judge and decide rapidly and 
accurately.

“ Experience for which mankind has 
dearly paid,” says Prof. Munsterberg, 
“has shown that there are two types 
of men who utterly fail. One type be- 
comes paralyzed under pressure of the 
sudden responsibility. The feeling that a 
decision must be quickly reached inhibits 
in him every impulse to action, his mind 
comes to a standstgJ; before he reaches 
any decision at all the chances are gone 
and the disaster can no longer be averted 
The other type instantly opens the chan- 
nels of motor discharge, but the flood of 
impulses rushes into any chance course 
and a haphazard result, a foolish decision, 
or an unconsidered, hasty action is the 
ontcome.” 

The right man, Munsterberg continues, 
is of a third type, which, under the pres-

HIS is a Valentine story. 

Many years before Galton’s time 
had been trying to be born. 
Facts were being accumulated ; theo- 
ries were being tried out; the harm of 
bad inheritance and the advantage of goods 
stocks were being referred to; society was 

sensing both the need and the. method. 

Galton, with good judgment and ‘poise, 
gat cred together a lot of this material, re- 
late? the different parts to one another, 
making a community of what was just before 
a lot of separate individuals. 

l’actories have what are called assenibling 
rooms, to which are brought wheels and 
springs and bodies from all parts of the 
factory, and in which these parts are put 
together to make the product. Galton as- 
sembled these wheels, springs, and bodies 
with discretion. 

In this sense he deserves the title of the 
* Mather of Eugenics.”

As the average run of people know but 
little about the assembling of babies, and 
as they do know a good deal about the as- 
sembling of machines, it seemed advisable 
to shift our metapher from babies to ma- 
chines. Now it is advantageous to shift it 
back again. 

The custom is to name beings that are 
born. A baby may be called “ it,” but not 
for long. Mothing is accomplished in the 
“it” stage. Galton got the science ahead 
by naming it eugenics—meaning the science 
of beginning well. 

Most of the investigation as well as most 
of the legislation up to the present time has 
been devoted to those who have not begun 
well, and many of whom it is certain, in the 
light of what we know, had no chance of 
beginning well. Therefore, there are those 
who say the baby is not well named, 

It dees not follow. The health depart- 
ment works nearly all of its time on ill- 
health; it spends its energies in studying 
disease; yet nobody proposes to call it a 
dis-heaith department. 

Some day it will be possible to develop the 
work of increasing efficiency and well-being 
in a positive way, until it is of equa! impor- 
tance with the work done now against dis- 
bealth conditions. Health properly compre- 
hends both points of view, both lines of activ- 
ity. Health departments are not improperly 
named,

We now speak of positive eugenics, mean- 
ing thereby everything which can be done 
in any proper way to encourage proper mat- 
ing and the birth of children who begin 
well. We also speak of negative eugenics, 
meaning thereby everything which can be 
dove in any proper way to prevent improper 
mating .and the birth of children who do not 
begin well. 

We are hearing more just now about 
negative eugenics. ‘That lends itself 
readily to scientific and statistical!

If you will read the interesting chapter 
on this subject in Ellis’ “ Task of Social 
Hygiene ” you will learn that there is some 
dispute as to why St. Valentine was chosen 
as the patron saint for the wiles of Cupid. 
There those who contend that it was 
merely coincidence. The saint's day for Nt. 
Valentine is Feb. 14, and, in the softer cli- 
mates, somewhere around that date the sap 
begins to run and springis inthe air. It is 
the season of mating in most forms of wild 
animal life; it is the season for germinating 
in vegetable life. As Tennyson says: 

* In the spring a livelier iris comes upon the 
burnished dove;

Dr. Goddard has recently issued a most 
interesting eugenics study of a family whose 
identity he hides unaer the name of the 
Kallinak family. 

In diis institution the feeble-minded 
he had-a girl whose degeneracy bore the 
earmarks of inheritance. He ran back her 
family history until he found that her great- 
grandfather had had improper relations 
with a feeblemiuded, loose, female eha racter, 
the girls great-grandmother, and that to 
them was born the girl's grandfather. 

The great-grandfather had married a 
woman of good stock, and they had had 
chikiren. 

These two parallel streams were started 
froin one male head, one stream flowing into 
jails, insane asylums, and poorhouses; the 
other into the walks of highly respectable 
society. 

The men and wonren of the first group 
are largely criminals, paupers, and insane; 
of the second, sturdy, high grade, good eiti- 
sens. A study of the first comes within the 
realm of negative eugenics; of the second, 
within that of positive eugenics. 

The first is more easily studied, and the 
facts disclosed are most dramatic.

To this Havelock Ellis replies that under 
our present social demands the female seeks, 
as her source of information, Bradstreet or 
Dun, and not the war record or the gym- 
pasium showing of her prospective lord.

Galton has shown that there is a tendency 
to return to mediocrity. The children of a 


genius, of a man of great money getting | 


ability, of a statesman, exhibit tendencies 
to return to average capacities and average 
accon: plishments. 

The daring, the unconquerable courage 
that makes generals of finance and generals 
of war practieally always gives way to safe 
and sane mediocrity in the succeeding gen- 

ration. 

Why then deify courage in a family tree, 
since everybody knows that it peters out in 
the span of one life? Nobody is fooled. 

On the other hand, Goddard has shown 
that feeblemindedness sticks. No change 
of environment will make any material dif- 
ference. When it gets into the blood it 
stays, and just the proportion of actives and 
latents In a given generation can be deter- 
mined pretty accurately according to Men- 
delian law. 

Hlere are two illustrations toward each end 
of the line. In between are a lot of items 
that are not so well worked ont.

IR WILLIAM HENRY MAY has been 
designated by King George, at the in- 
stance of the. government, to succeed 
Sir Charlies Frederick Hotham next 
month as admiral of the fleet on the 

active list, Sir Charles Hotham being com- 
pelled to retire on the attainment of his 
seventieth year. 

The office of admiral of the fleet is supe- 
rior to that of admiral, and ranks with that 
of feta marshal in the army. There areonaly 
three admirals of the fleet on the ective 
list, and the sole occasion on which the flag 
of an admiral of the fleet has ever been 
seen in American waters was when Sir Ed- 
ward Seymour came here, shortly before his 
retirement, te represent King George and 
the British government at the Hudgon-Fi- 
ton celebrations in New York. 

Lord Chaeries Beresford, it may be remem- 
bered, was most anxious to obtain this step 
on hig retirement, but was refused the pro- 
motion, on account of personal enmity, by 
Reginald MeKenna, now secretary of state 
for home affairs and then first lord of the ad- 
miralty. 

Sir William Henry May, at present com- 
mander-in-chief at Portsmouth, is one of the 
ablest officers of the British navy. It was 
he who added Christmas island to the British 
empire, assuming charge of the annexation, 
and has probably dene more than any other 
officer in the service to develop the use of 
the torpedo, of which he is regarded as the 
leading naval expert of the day. 

He took part in Admiral Sir George Nare’s 
arctic expedition in 1875, being badly frost- 
bitten, and was a particular favorite of 
Queen Victoria; also standing high In the 
good graces of the kaiser, to whose gervice 
he has generally been attached whenever 
that monarch hag visited England. 

He enjoys the distinction, rare among Brit- 
ish naval men, of being a remarkably good 
linguist, anc, In spite of his having been 
called upon to supersede Admiral Lord 
Charles Beresford on the occasion of that 
popular officer's sensational removal from 
the command of the home fleet four years 
ago by Reginald McKenna, has never for- 
feited the good will of either the navy or of 
the public. 


> 


One of the most notable features of the sea- 
son at St. Petersburg is the annual charity 
bazear, usually held in the palace of the 
Grand Duchess Viadimir and under her per- 
sonal direction, this being her particular pet 
philanthropic enterprise. It is always made 
the occasion of much hospitality. 

All the festivities In connection therewith 
this year were rudely interrupted by the 
tragic death of Gen. Prince Nicholas Obo- 
lenski, a universal favorite. He had just 
been talking with the grand éucheés, and 
was leaning against a column, when sud- 
denty he slipped down to the floor dead, the 
result of an anevrism of the heart.

China, and Japan, and was for several years 
his principal private secretary, or, rather, 
chief of his private chancelierie. 

The prince insisted on resigning thig post 
some four years ago, owing to the discovery 
of gross dishonesty in connection with the 
management of the czar’s huge Siberian eg- 
tates. No one dreamt of impugning the in- 
tegrity of Prince Nicholas, who was the sou! 
ef honer. : 

But he himself felt that his lack of expe- 
rience, and the consequent facility with 
which he had been hoodwinked by corrupt 
subordinates, was in @ measure accountable 
for the lesses which the emperor had sus- 
tained, and consequently he entreated hig 
sovereign to relleve him of the office, to con- 
fide it to more capable hands than his own,

and to accord to him some other less reqpon- 
sible post in his entourage.

Het dearest dress—with both meanings— 
ig agalmon pink charmeuse which Miss Hajos 
wears for the first time here in Chicago.

The gown is slit on either side and around 
the bottom of the skirt and outlining the 
spron overskirt is a broad embroidered de- 
sign in pale pink pearls.

The only trimming 
of the waist is fine plaited lace around the 
yeck and sleeves. 

With this costume Miss Hajos wears a 
white satin hat, sharply turned up and 
trimmed with an enormous bunch of wired 
sink maline with jagged edges. This, Miss 
Hajos informs me, is the “ latest thing in 
Paris.” 

Her eiaborate green gown of the last act 
ts of chiffon over satin and heavily embrold- 
ered in gold thread. The embroidery runs in 
‘apering panels up the skirt and around the 
yottom and aleo makes e)l] of the trimming for 
the bodice. An odd chiffon wrap—‘‘a Chi- 
nese puzzie,”’ the little Hungarian actress 
calls it—is thrown on over this and Is of green 
chiffon over pale pink.

Henrietta Crosman, in “ The Real Thing,”’ 

preaches the doctrine of clothes. She makes

The drapery falls in a soft train, and 
over it lies afi overtrain, broad and square, 
which is just a continuation of the panel. 

But the black velvet of the last act is yet 
more effective. The soft folds of the chiffon 
velvet skirt are drawn to the front and 
caught with a band of sapphires and rhine- 
stones. A similar band of the stones makes 
a deep, narrow V on the bodice, which is 
of white net trimmed with silver lace. Over 
the net hang wings of black tulle, caught at 
the girdle in front, but falling in long loose 
folds in back and gathered into heavy jet 
ornaments at the bottom.

And now, patient soul, we come to the ex- 
cltement of the dramatic fashion book! On 
the very last page, as one saves the frosting 
on the cake to the last, you find what you 
were looking for at the beginning. 

Do I need to say that I'm talking about 
Nazimova and her weird, odd gowns worn in 
“ Bella Donna ’’? 

First she comes on tn a gown of dull 
Catawba silk, with the long, straight lines 
she keeps to in all her dresses. There is a 
narrow band of jet outlining the front of an 
extremely low waist line, and the dress 
fastens with silk covered buttons from the 
high collar to the hem. Otherwise there is 
no trimming, no draping, no decoration of 
any kind. 

Over this she wears a gorgeous wrap of 
brocaded velours de laine, in dull bronzes 
and garnet. This wrap has a mole cape, 
which hangs in a point below the waist in 
back, and in front is fastened with an ex- 
quisitively Jeweled buckle. The main colors 
of this oblong buckle are ruby and emerald. 
but in the center id a large stone burning 
like a black opal. Mme. Nazimova told me 
it was a new combination of agate and topaz. 

With this costume she carries a huge flat 
muff of mole and Wears the dearest little hat 
of the fur, trimmed with a slender bunch of 
kingfisher blue aigrettes. The hat is one of 
those spineless, floppy ones which can be 
folded up and carried in one’s pocket and is 
turned up to suit one’s fancy after it is put 
on. : 

In the next act Mme Nazimova wears a 
“ pick of the bunch,” if one dares to be so 
colloquial about such creations and about 
Mme. Nazimova. This gown was woven par- 
ticularly for the actress in Paris, and is as 
exact a representation of a snake's skin as 
the designer could contrive. Dark red and 
blue and dull browns gigzag across a back- 
ground of lizard green chiffon and are toned 
together with streaks of gold thread. The 
dress seems to be all in one Piece, neither 
beginning nor end, no sign of a waist line 
or seam, just twisted around the body, and 
falling in a long, narrow train. The waist 
slants from high up on one shoulder to deep 
under the right arm, and the shoulder and 
long, tight sleeve of that arm are of finest, 
sheerest gold chiffon. In her hair she wears 
a broad band of solid rubies, which light up 
her face with a really sinister light. Around 
her arm she has colled a green maline scarf. 
which ts weighted at the ende with gold or- 
nament and gold lace. 

Mme. Nazimova has very decided ideas 
about her gowns, and designs them all. She 
never allows a waistline to break the length 
of the lines of her dresses, and usually has 
straight lines from the shoulders to the 
hem, unless she exaggerates the long waist 
by a low, deep girdle. She says that she 
tries as much as possible to carry eut the 
graceful lines of the body, and that in this 
role particularly she aims at slender, sinuous 
strength. 

Her clothes are none ef them tight and do 
not confine her at all. They almost itnvari- 
ably hang from the shoulders and are bheay- 
lly weighted. 

“Lines and colors,” explained Mme. Nazi- 
mova, “are two alds to an actrees to carry 
out the idea she is trying to express in her 
part. And she should study both as careful- 
ly as she does her role. I know now fust 
what color to use to express a certain emo- 
tion or what line to emphasize to carry the 
conviction of my character as I am trying to 
play it."’

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‘Chicago Artists Gradually but Surely Advancing. 


UCH may bappen in a week ef truan- 
cy. The principal thing that happened 

,§ While “this column" was in New 
York was the seventeenth annual 
Chicago artists’ exhibition. 

“A fair average show,” “the same old 
thing,” I heard a number of such comments 
before entering the galleries. But each year 
—and especially this year—it is not quite the 
@ame old thing for the close observer. Amid 
much that is merely conservative, merely a 
fair expression of average tendencies, of cur 
rent thinking, one may trace always a wave 
of fresher feeling. 
surpass themselves a little, and youth gets 
into the procession—each year this phenome- 
non repeats itself to a greater or less degree, 
and this year the advances seem more than 
usually encouraging. 

The Friends of American Art, by cheir ear 
chase of Mr. Pryraud's lake front scene and 
Mr. Grover’s Italian coast scene, have em- 
phasized the gradua)? but sure advance of 
some og our better known Chicago artists. 
Both pictures, by quality of technique and 
freshness of inspiration, are worthy of the 
high honor accorded them—that of a per- 
manent place in the museum; and both are 
notably better than anything achieved by 
these painters a few yeurs ago. 

Other instances of the same kind may be 
found on these walls. Pauline Palmer's 
“ Winter Girl,” her “ Italian Arcade,"’ and 
other pictures show how much she has 
gained recently In elarity of color and gen- 
eral adequacy of technique to express her 
4eepening knowledge of life and character. 

Adolph R. Shulz is making remarkable 
progrese; his landscapes, especially ‘* Golden 
Hiliside “ and “ Dewey Morning,” are truly 
poetic in conception and admirably proficient. 
He is no longer feeling his way; he has found 
it. H. Leon Roecker is also moving on; his 
“View From the German Building in Jack- 
son Park’’ and one or two other pictures 
show dramatic grouping of figures in land- 
scape. Edgar 8. Cameron's genre picture, 
“ Breton Conversation,” is excellent in its 
quiet characterization of the two old peas- 
ants and in ite handling of light and shade; 
and his out of door studies show his gradual 
advance. And Charlies Francis Browne's 
“Chateau Gaillard” has more simplicity 
and power than his landscapes usually at- 
tain.

Prizes and awards are usuaily rather po- 
litical affairs. Perhaps the chief use of them, 
beyond enriching the recipient, is to adver- 
tise the art In the minds of the general pub- 
lic. The Chicago Artists’ annuals havea long 
list of prizes, not all of which have as yet 
been awarded. However, the largest of them, 
the Kirchberger prize of $300, goes, gracious- 
ly enough, to Wiliam Wendt—if Mr. Wendt 
may still be considered a Chicagoan—for his 
landscape, ‘‘ Mount San Antonio,” an excel- 
lent if not exceptional example of his work.

The Municipal Art league’s purchase of 
“An Afternoon tn May,” by Alfred Juergens, 
may be open to question. This annual pur- 
chase is for a “ municipal art gallery,” and 
the committee which chooses it should pos- 
seas a municiap] conscience and select pic- 
tures of museum importance. The same corm- 
mittee has awarded the Grower prise of §100 
to Wiliam Cluamann for his group of land- 
escapes, which includes an interesting, though 
rather literal, study of Michigan avenue 
from the Art institute eteps. 

The Englewood Woman’s club has made ia 
wiee award of its $50 prize to Datus EB. My- 
ers for his freshly inepired and excellently 
painted landscape, “ Karly Autumn.” And 
the North End club hae boughteharles EB. 
Haliberg’s blue marine “ Early Afternoon 
on the Atlantic.”

Frederte Clay Barttett has completed his 
decoration of the oity hall council! chamber 
by inetalling the four large panela, ‘‘ Con- 
struotion,’’ ‘‘ The Gifts of Illinole to the Ne- 
tion,” “Education,” and “The Chicago 
Fire.” 

The completed work admirably fulfills the 
promise of the eartier halfofit. lt hag style, 
clags, whatever one may call that mysteri- 


ous quality which gives distinction to certain 
works of God and man. It has rich beauty 
of color, balanced grace of design, symbolic 
fitness, and other excellences; but among 
them all perhaps the most to be emphasized 
is its architectural quality. 

The decorative value of Mr. Bartlett's work 
comes primarily from his profcund feelirg 
for architectonics. He designs instinctively 
in accordance with the lines laid down for 
him by the architect. Thus his work emphe- 
eizes structura! velues, takes {te place as one 
element of a rounded harmony Without 
this instinct the greatest artiet In the world 
cannot paint a @ecoration. 

The “‘ Fire ™ panel ie especially beautiful in 
design, in the simple dignity of ite symbol- 
jem, and in the delicate grace of the ideal 
figure rising out of the flames. This figure, 
highly keyed in color, is balanced on the 
other side by a somewhat similar angel who 
betrs the wreath of success to Labor in the 
* Construction ” panel.

At the dealers’ galieries thie week are three 
important exhibitiona About twenty paint- 
ings in tempora and oil present the recent 
work of Henry O. Tanner at Thurber’s. At 
O’Brien’s those Damon and Pythias friends, 
Herman Dudley Murphy and Ettore Cases, 
offer each sixteen pictures, And B. J. O. 
Nordfeldt, at Roullier’s, shows over a hun- 
dred etchings, including a series from San 
Francisco and Portland, and a new series of 
Chicago subjects. 

Mr. Tanmer is one of the American artists 
who grow. He keeps to a certain range of 
subject and color, but within that range he 
shows an ever increasing distinction of man- 
ner, sureness of touch. Life in Palestine, 
either modern or biblical, with varciationa in 
Tangier, seema@ to be his field, and by day 
and night he sees this life through e sin- 
gularily pearly and jiambent dive and green 
glamour. 

The fluidity, the soft translucent beauty 
of hie color, is really a wonderful achieve- 
ment. It ie most wonderful, not in the more 
ambitious subjects, but In scenes of dusk 
or dawn or moonlight, wherein old oriental 
walls or houses are dimly veiled by the 
pearly air. The picture called “ Hebron by 
Moonlight” is a consummate masterpieces in 
thie kind, a poetic dream of the beauty and 
mystery of night. And others on eimilar 
subjects are almost as beautiful. Also, some 
of the oriental street scenes, courtyards, etc., 
by day have a similar witchery of beauty. 

Tt is not always, perhaps not usvelly, in 
the more ambitious pictures that Mr. Tan- 
ner gains his finest effecte The “ Christ 
Learning to Read" and the “ Three Marys 
Going to the Tomb "—the last a recent pur- 
chase of the Friende—ere fair examples, but 
not the best of his biblicai characterizatione; 
indeed the institute has already a better one. 
And the large “ Christ at the House of Laz- 
arus’”’ is the least effective of all. Mr. Tan- 
mer is tempted by large subjecta, but he does 
not need them. Some of his small French 
landscapes—mere swift notes on the shape 


of trees—are exquisite; but give him an old

Mr. Murphy discovered him in 
Italy and brought him over, probably to show 
him a New England autumn. At anyrate Mr. 
Caser’s imagination was enthralled by this 
incomparable subject, and he proceeded to 
paint “Autumn,” “ Trees,” and other gor- 
geously beautiful versions of the new glory. 

Some of the blue sea pictures with scud- 
ing red sails are full of wind and motion.

Singer Will Return to Paris. 


S an interesting sequel to her roman- 
tic marriage to the late Maurice B. 
Mendham, the former Mise Frances 
Cartwright, some time actress, singer, 
and sculptor’s model, declared by 
Bourgouin to be the most beautiful of Amer- 
fean women, has sold in New York at pubile 
auction her husband’s entire household es- 
tate, inclading his collection of antiques, 
peintings, rare books, and bric-a-brasc, to- 
gether with hor furniture. 

It is the intention of Mra. Mendham, whe 
was leading woman in one of the “ Alma, 
Where Do You Live?’ companies, to return 
to Paris at an early date and take up her 
singing egein. 

The collection, which comprises 1,800 lots 
end whose total value is estimated at $50,000, 
has been on exhibition Many of Mend- 
ham’s 014 cronies of the Great White 
Way, where he was famous as a speculator,

Chicago has never been classed among the 
large cities of the country which are partial 
‘to electric wagon transportation. Consider- 
ing the nature of the local topography, its 
flatness and the ease with which vehicles 
of all kinds can be propelled or hauled along 
the surface, this te’ very remarkable. New 
York merchants and common carriers had the 
benefit of almdést 1,000 electric wagons before 
half a dozen had been placed on the streets 
of Chicago. It could not have been 
service record of the eastern mac pre- 
vented adoption of the type in Chicago, for it 
is this very record which permanently éestab- 
lished the economy of electrics. 

The disinclination of manufacturers to go 
far afield for purchasers of product undoubt- 
edly caused the Chicago market to be starved 
and neglected, and thie, tegether with the 
notoriously unfit condition of Chicago's down- 
town streets up to five years ago, prevented 
the early local application of electric wagons 
in the degree their merit deserved. 

Better Streets Needed. 

The situation has changed radically, how- 
ever, in the last two years. At the close of 
1910 there were only eighty-one electric wag- 
ons in Chicago, and a large part of them 
were operated by the Commonwealth Edison 
company, which naturally might be expected 
tc be predisposed to the use of machines 
which consume the form of energy It selle. 
One year later the number had risen to 175, 
and at the end of 1912 there were 500 in 
service. It-is confidently predicted by those 
who hgve closely watched the performance 
of electrics in local work that by the end of 
the present year there will be 800 machines 
of this class in operation. 

Chieago’s greatest need so far as motor 
wagon transportation is concerned is better 
street surfaces.

So 
it-is enly natural they should receive more 
wages. And they do. But as one motor 
truck driver replaces anywhere from two to 
six or more horse drivers, there is a great 
saving in the wage account, although the 
drivers do make more money. 

Any intelligent horse wagon operator, look- 
ing over the splendid record of motor truck 
service ag shown in any of the special isaues 
now being published monthly by the Power 
Wagon. company, will be convinced of the. 
economy, utility, and permanence of the ma- 
chine. Some may want to invest in motor 
wagon equipment immediately, Others, for 
one reagon or other, may decide to wait @} 
while. 

But every man who makes fis living out of } 
road haulage owes it to himself at least to 
become acquainted with the latest develop- 
ments in read transportation, and he must 
indeed be a hidebound conservative who will 
not admit that this means the power wagon. 


A Word of Caution. 

In connection with professional operation | 
of meter trucks it should be pointed out that; 
the prite to be chargéd for power wagon serv- 
ice is a rock upon which many an inexperi-~ 
enced or incautious man is Hable to founder. 

In many cases motor truck service may be 
sold at the same price as that of horse wag- 
ons—it is foolish to cut horse rates, for at 
the same figure the superior machine service 
will always land the Business. 

But there are also many casesin which ity 
will not pay to lease-a machine at the same | 
relative price as a horse and wagon for the 
same work. Yet even in such instances there 

gre often plenty of reasons: why the motor 
pet at a higher price will be chosen in pref» 
erence to the horse. 

@uperior service of any kiné will always 
command a premium. The time element ta 
nearly always a decisive factor in fixing 4 
price for haulage service. Smoothness of 
running and  consequem diminution of 
breakage where fragile articles are carried 
ig also of consequence. The advertising 
value of prompt delivery, neat appearance, 
superior hygienio values, and genera) up-to- 
Gateness is always @ determining factor in 
high class trade and is worth aimeost any 
price within reason. 


Regulation of Prices. 

As in railroad practice, power wagon sery- 
ice should. always command as high a tariff 
as the traffic will bear. “But there ere also 
many oases.in which low prices are justified. 
There are several cases Where & man oper- 
eating a motor truck more than pays expenses , 
on hie @ay runs, and charges¢ ‘comparatively | 
low ptice for his. night service on « long- 
time contract. 

The fixed charges of the machine equip- 
ment are completely covered in the day 
prices, while the night charges are arranged | 
to show « profit only above the bare oper 
ating costs. Yet in spite of the low night 
charge it has been possible to double profits 
by adding the night work and arranging rate 
schedules in a scientific way.

C. D. Heile Says All Motor Truck 
Questions Are Not Yet Solved. 


SET OF RULES IMPOSSIBLE. 


Each Case Calls for Individual Solu- 
tion, Declares Expert. |

Supplying of the bodies for the vast num- 
ber of power wagons being sold all over the 
country is left, largely, to the local wagon 
builders. who, in many instances, have prac- 
tically given up the manufacture of wagons 
and are devoting themselves to the interest- 
ing problem of motor truck body building. 


Some years back it was the almost uni- 


versal custom for the truckmakers to build 
or have built a line of stock bodies to sell 
with their chassis, but for a number of rea- 
sons this was found impracticable by many 
concerns,» The chief reason was that the 
greatly varying sectional! and even local con- 
ditions and requirements made necessary 
the carrying of almost an unlimited number 
of different styles. What would suit the 
wholesale hardware dealer would not satisfy 
the wholesale milliner. A body that would 
answer in New Orleans, where the climate 
ig mild the year around, could not be used in 
Chicago or New York, with their changeable 
temperatures. 

The other reason was that the buyer wished 
to make use of the advertising possibilities 
of the motor wagon and wanted a distinct- 
ive design, or perhaps wished the design of 
his horse wagons which had become a sort of 
trade mark, carried out in his motor truck 


’ bodies, and so the buyer and the seller of 


the chassis have ‘‘ passed the buck” up to 
the local body bullder, who finds che game 
interesting, though rather strenuous. He is 
the logical person to solve the body problems, 
for he has perforce been called upon to make 
a study of the best methods of handling the 
truck body problems of the merchandige pe- 
culiar to his locality. 


Chassis Versus Body, 


The seller is interested in keeping the body 


down to a minimum size and in weight to 
lessen the danger of overloading and to pre- 


vent the carrying of excess weight. The buy-. 
er, on the other hand, has made a father 


larger investment than usual and believes 
the only way he can make it pay out is by 
loading it to the limit glways, and often 
beyond. For thie reason he wants a large 
body. 

The truck builder often includes “‘a body “ 
with his proposition on the chassis, without 
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taking into eonasdernsion: the requirements 
of the buyer, and then leaves ‘it'to the body- 
maker to satisfy his customer with the body 
price already cut and dried. This often leads 
to argument, unpleasantnees, extras, and in 
the end a customer dissatisfied with bath 
chassis and bodymaker. I am glad to say, 
however, the tendency among sellers now is 
to eell the chassis along to the user, with a 
guaranty as to carrying capacity, and let the 
buyer make his own deal for the body. 

The service required of the body, together 
with the style or advertising features desired, 
must be taken into consideration by the body 
man in figuring out his method of construc- 
tion always with the least weight consistent 
with strength. ‘The kind oftires used, road 
conditions, mileage, garaging facilities, and 
a multiplicity of other detall must also be 
considered. 


Bodies Built Too Light? 


At the behest of the seller and because he: 


followed too closely the old practices in wag- 

on building, I am afraid the body builder has 
ered on ‘the side of lightness. The strain on 
a body mounted on a motor truck running at 
a speed of twelve to eighteen m les an hour, 
with the constant vibration caused by the 
running of the power plant, is ten fold that of 
a horse drawn vehicle going at from four to | 
five miles an hour and the motive power en-| 
tirely outside the vehicle iteelf. The always 
increasing demand for larger bodies, with 
greater overhang, also increases the diffi- 
culty of construction, 

From my experience in body building I 
have come to the conclusion there aré not and 
cannot be any hard and fast rules to follow 
in truck body construction. Each case must 
be considered and handled individually, tak- 
ing into consideration the size and make of 
chassis (and only too often the buyer selects 
the chassis least suited to his particular 
needs), the kind of goods to be hauled, road 
conditions, loading and unloading facilities, 
the care the truck.is MNkely to receive, and 
sO On. 

With the large investment put into a mo- 
tor truck equipment it is necessary to keep 
the machine on the move every possible @no- 
ment. The ease' and rapidity with which 
goods may be loaded and delivered is by no 
means negligible in the final accounting, 
These questions come within the prevince of 
the body builder, and in purchasing a truck 
equipment he should be taken into consulta- 
tion with the buyer as well as the chassis 
man. 


Co-operation Prime Need, 

If all three would get together and canvass 
the matter thoroughly before a final decision 
was made it would make many more satisfied 
users of the motor truck. 

The intelligent body man follows up his 
handiwork and finds out whether or not it 
is entirely suitable for the purpose for which 
it Was intended. .With the experience he has 


‘had in building for*sd many different needs, 


and in studying over and over the problems 
of different businesses with brainy men who 
have made a specialty of their respective 
lines, he is pecullarly fitted to advise the 
novice in the light of experiences he has had 
with others. It has been my experience that 


c 
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an entirely suitable le. body for handling a 
special line of goods has not been worked out 
at the first try. 

The body man is called upon to devise 
podies for handling brick. The body must be 
so constructed that it can be loaded by ma- 
chines and dumped in a pile clean of its load 
at its destination. He must make bodies to 
carry butter and butterine in hot weather 
without melting, or one that will carry cut 
flowers and ferns in winter without freezing 

He must devise delivery bodies to carry a 
hundred or more miscellaneous packages and 
yet leave ample room for the delivery boys 
to get on or off either side with ease and 
pafety, while the chasais has been furnished 
him with a wheelbase so short it can turn 
around in the ordinary street. 

He must design systems of shelves and 
racks that will permit the delivery of goods 


‘| to go on. at the same time'almost an equal 


rumber of .“‘ return. packages” are being 
picked up. ‘He must arrange for side or end 
loading or’ both; for ‘high platforms, low 
doors, and chutes; he must tilt his bodies so 
that grain or dry sand will scavenger at an 
angle of thirty-two degrees, or wet, fine coal 
at an‘angle of forty-five degrees or more, 

The use of removable or duplicate bodies 
has not been developed ae rapidly as it should, 
but there is a decided movement in thet 4!- 
rection at present. For example, it. requires 
from one to two hours to load a body with 
furniture so it will not chafe orecratch. So 
bodies have been bullt on swivel casters and 
are run on to flanged tracks fastened to the 
chassis frame, and the problem of holding 
the bodies on is a big one. 


PACK HORSES OF MOUNTAINS

Power Wagon Makes Long Journey 
Over Almost Impassable Trail and

This return of 
twenty miles was made in one hour and forty 
minutes. After dinner at the camp the dem- 
onstrating tour was continued to TOR 


. thirty miles distant. 


Severa! days later the journey. was resumed 
back to the camp with a 1,040 pound load 
through the worst snow storm experienced 
in that section of the country. One thousand 
two hundred pounds of the load were taken 
into the upper camp, which is an Increase of 
elevation 600 feet in one and one-half miles.

The United States must 
therefore measure its strength with 
the nations that are most likely to 
oppose our policies, and this strength 
must be judged by comparative and 
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not by absolute strength. 

The United States Navy at present 
ranks third, with Great Britain and 
Germany first and second respectively, 
and France fourth. With the deficite 
building programs possessed by Great 
Britain, Germany, France and Japan, 
the United States will soon drop to! 
fourth place. The Genera! Board of 
the Navy (of which I am president) | 
recommended as early as 1903 that 
the ultimate strength of the United | 
States Navy should be forty-eight bat-| 
tleships with the necessary auxiliaries, | 
and this policy has been consistently 
advocated from year to year. 

Dreadnoughts must constitute the 
basis of our building program. At the 
present time, the United States and 
Germany are nearly equal in capital 
ships now built or building; but we 
will soon be third. At the rate of two 
battleships. each year, the United 
States in 1920 will have thirty-five 
Dreadnoughts and pre-Dreadnoughts, 
Germany, according to her 1911 pro- 
gram fifty-five, and Japan, as nearly 
as can be determined, thirty-six. Situ- 
ated as we are with such an extensive 
coast line and interests in the Atlantic 
and Pacific, our Navy must be pre- 
pared for an enemy in either ocean. 


Panama the New Naval Key 


HE Panama Canal, however, will be 

of immense military advantage to 
us, because it will enable the concen- 
tration of the fleet on either coast in 
a much shorter time. Without the 
canal, to insure naval supremacy we 
should possess a fleet in each ocean 
superior to that of our most probable 
enemy in that ocean. With the com- 
pletion of the canal, the United States, 
due to its ownership, assumes new re- 
sponsibilities and obligations. It must 
exercise military control of and main- 
tain peace in the Canal Zone and its 
vicinity. Our traditional Monroe Doc-. 
trine and the Open Door policy must | 
be supported. We must be prepared 
to defend these policies and be ready 
to defeat any antagonist likely to chal- 
lenge them. This can only be done by

INK JONES, stand up!” The police judge peered over his 
“specks” at a loose-hung, highly-colored young negro who 
wobbled forward. 

“Good mawnin’, jedge y’onner.” 

“Good morning, Mink; I’m sonry to see you in trouble.” 
“Yas suh, jedge; niggers sho is bawn to trouble.” 

Judge Warren re-read the affidavit that lay before him: 

Mink you are charged with forgery.” 

Mink grinned: “Yas suh, dat ’s what I hear ’em say, jedge y’onner.” Mink 
ould not have recognized a forgery if he had seen it marching down the 
iddle of Washington street with a bell hung round its neck. But his eocoa- 
ut face split open in a trustful smile.

All ma- 
chinery for its enforcement is in his hands, and the responsibility rests with 
him. Wherever his rules apply in part to mixed races — some of whom, per- 
haps, he deems to be inferior to himself —the white man holds them to vary- 
ing degrees of accountability. For instance: 

The Shillook negroes —a million naked blacks — live in Kordofan, No 
Shillook Moses ever went up into Sinai; out of the thunders of heaven, no 
Mosaic law was handed down to them. They have no conception of an eye 
for an eye. If a Shillook kills another, their tribal tradition of justice is that 
the slayer shall pay blood indemnity to the family of the slain. A Shillook 
views the wrongful killing of a man precisely as a modern jury looks upon 
the untimely decease of a mule at the front end of a locomotive. In the latter 
ease, the railroad company must compensate the owner. In Shillook compre- 
hension, it would be barbarous and unnecessary to destroy the life of one man 
merely because he had destroyed the life of another. “No,” says the savage; 


“make him give much goats and cattle” to the bereaved family —a ruling that 
is enthusiastically popular in a flock of weeping widows.

How does the British Bimbashi get around that? By tact and 
His authority is elastic; he stretches it in places, tightens it in

That ’s British discipline, and 
the Empire must be built. But 
the Shillook is not put to 
death, although the stringent 
letter of the law may remain 
unchanged. In the Sudan 
there ’s one law for the black, 
one law for the brown and one 
for the white man. Which sim- 
ply means that mi.tary and 
judicial officers construe their 
regulations, so far as they ean, 
in accordance with the habits 
and traditions of the people to 
whom those laws are applied. 


HE thoughtful southerner 
observing conditions in mid- 
dle Africa finds amusement and 
interest in comparing the 
methods of the British Bim- 
bashi with those employed by 
planters in the Mississippi 
Delta. Along the far reaches 
of the upper White Nile, the 
Shillook, Dinka, and Nyam- 
Nyam trot to El Bimb, with all 
their troubles. They squat 
around in a naked black circle 
and pour out their tales of 
woe. This lone white man — 
like a solitary grain of rice in 
a barrel of tar—hears the 
eomplaint of both sides, tells 
them what to do, and they do 
it. Furthermore, they do it 
cheerfully. They may refuse 
to obey their tribal chiefs; 
they may scoff at the local 
mudir; but that white man’s 
word is final. Black men feel that the white Bimbashi is wise, and has no selfish 
interest in their affairs. This white man can not be bought, while their native 
judges, from time out of mind, have sold decisions to the highest bidder, and 
have incurred general distrust. ngemey ike 
Along the lower stretches of the Mississippi River the plantation negro does 
exactly the same thing, and for the same reason. If he should have a rookus 
with his wife, a quarrel with his neighbor, or if the eonstable arrests his son, he 
goes straight to the boss. ‘ 
On many plantations it is tacitly understood that no tenant shall invoke the 
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jurisdiction of a court of justice. The planter 1s 
the law of his own plantation and settles all dis- 
putes. The justice of the peace, like the genii in 
the bottle, is easy enough to let out, but difficult to 
eoax back. 

George Washington Johnson dearly loves a 

lawsuit; he hankers after wordy contention; he 
revels in the hurling of portentous 
phrases. It tickles Wash Johnson under 
the fifth rib to sit on a bench in the jus- 
- tiee court and to hear the hired shysters 
wrangle. When he and his neighbor liti- 
gate the proprietorship of a two-bit pup, 
the planter finds his gin stopped, his 
fields de#erted, while cotton pickers and 
gin hands crowd the court room. Law- 
yers’ fees and court costs tax these 
negroes ten or fifteen dollars each. A 
hundred other hands lose precious time 
in getting the cotton to market, which 
makes litigation a luxury that the planter, 
who must pay these fees and stand the 
loss, can not afford. That is why the 
planter dishes out extemporaneous jus- 
tice, adjusting all minor controversies 
without cost or delay. Where property 
rights become involved, he goes with his 
tenant and employs reputable counsel. 

In the towns, we sometimes find a 
situation like this: Here’s a white land- 
lord who owns a row of houses which he rents to 
negroes at, say, five dollars a month each. These 
tenants understand that they are not to quarrel 
among themselves and hale one another before the 
justice of the peace. Suppose negro woman No. 1 
has her neighbor arrested for “abusive language” 
and fined five dollars with the costs. The neighbor 
immediately retaliates by going to another constable 


and charging No. 1 with “malicious mischief,” for 
pulling a picket off her fence. Five dollars and 
eosts. The constable gets ’em going and coming, 
plays both ends against the middle. That puts the 
two women square with each other; but the landlord 
gets his rent from neither. So, the landlord tells 
them flatfootedly: “When you have a quarrel, I

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Flowers That Anybody 
Gan Grow

be those that are easiest to grow. And 
the dean’s knowledge of flowers is not 
limited, for in his garden he has grown 
practically every kind that appears in 
the catalogues. 

The flowers that anybody can grow are 
so many that there is little exeuse for be- 
ing without a garden, be it ever so small 
or one’s time ever so little. Consider 
the annuals alone. With nasturtiums, 
Drummond’s phlox, nicotiana (sweet- 
scented tobacco) portulaeas, salpli- 
glossis, zinnias, marigolds, stocks, (gilli 
flower) sunflowers, pansies and cosmos, 
one can have a delightful garden and 
without working hard for it. 
varieties are very easy to grow, 
kept free from 
merest trifle. 
knows the nasturtium. Oc- 
a garden grouch sneers at it; 
but most garden-makers love the warm 
and cleery-looking flowers. Grown by 
choice in rather poor soil, it produces its 
lavishly. Given rich soil, it 
makes a tremendous growth of leaves. 
Do you want flowers m profusion ora 
living screen? ‘Take your choice. 

Drummond’s phlox (not to be con 
fused with the hardy phlox) is exceed 
ingly easy to grow, needing only a fair 
amount of sun and average garden soil. 
The seeds germinate quickly and in a 
the plants are covered with 
beautifully delicate shades of 
rose, lilac and searlet as 4ell as 
white. They look best when a num 
ber are grown together, so as to produce 
a mass of color. 

Four o’clocks make a fine low hedge 
and may be used picturesquely to border 
a garden or lawn. Also, they look well 
yrown along a fence. As they spread 
when growing, at least a foot of room 
should be allowed each plant. They will 
grow anywhere, have handsome flowers 
and are interesting because of the punc 
tual way in which they close their flowers 
at four o’clock in the afternoon. 

When the four o’clock is nodding, the 
nicotiana, curiously enough, is just wak- 
ing up. This white, tall-growing flower 
slumbers during the middle of the day, 
but glorifies the early evenings. A few 
plants will perfume a garden, and yet 
the odor is not oppressive and the flowers 
will last a long time when cut. 

While the nicotianas are flowers of the 
night, the portulaca is a sun worshiper. 
Only the sunlight will tempt it to open; 
but it revels in the fiercest heat, and its 
wonderfully bright colors are shown in 
charming shades. Portulacas grow well

'in sandy soils, and are especially good 


for seashore gardens. They may be 
transplanted when in full bloom, so ro- 
bust are they, and will keep right on 
flowering. Often, they sow themselves 
and multiply rapidly, which is explained 
by the fact that they are cousins of that 
execrated garden weed known as ‘*‘ pus- 
ley.’’ Portulaca seeds mixed with a lit- 
tle earth and scattered broadcast over a 
bank will soon cover it with shining 
green foliage and a wealth of bloom. 
But don’t plant the seed until the 
weather is settled warm, say the first of 
Jane or even later. 

Many amateurs do not know the sal- 
pliglossis, or painted tongue, and 
should get acquainted with it this season. 
It is easy to grow and the flowers are 
handsome both in the garden and when 
eut for the house. Seed should be 
started as soon as danger of frost has 
passed, or may be started in the cold 
frame. 

Stocks are handsome at all times, but 
especially to be appreciated in the fall, 
because when the other flowers look 
ragged and forlorn, this brave garden 
soldier will stand sentinel through blow 
and bluster, hardly yielding to the frosts 
before November. 

Cosmos is another flower that carries 
the delicate colors of summer into the 
fall months. Many people fail with 
cosmos and say harsh things about it sim- 
ply because they do not get an early- 
blooming variety. If they are careful 
they will have flowers for many weeks,

Bulbs for Spring Planting 


ULBS MAY NOT have been 
devised to meet the needs of 
lazy garden-makers, but it is 
certain that no other class of 
flowers can be raised with so 
little effort. One merely de- 
posits the bulb at the proper 
depth in good soil and waits 

in lively expectation until the stalks 
grow and the flowers unfold. Of course, 
one can do more; a little extra care will 
result in larger and finer flowers, espe- 
cially ‘with such tubers as the dahlia, 
which always likes encouragement. 

The popularity of the dahlia has 
grown with leaps and bounds. It is 
grown everywhere now, and has been im- 
proved and made over until there are 


‘half a dozen types and hundreds of va- 


rieties. Dahlias may be grown from 
seed with fair prospects of flowers the 
first year; but the common practice is 
to set out tubers in late May or early 
June, The ground may well be enriched 
with a little well-rotted stable manure, 
or with pulverized sheep manure -— an 
excellent fertilizer, by the way, which 
may be bought in small quantities at 
the seed stores. 

Gladioli should go into the ground 
every two weeks from the first of May 


until the first of July in order to have a 
‘steady crop of flowers.

They like a 


satisfactorily in any garden. When 
planted for effect, the plants should 
stand four to six inches apart; but when 


grown for cutting, they are better in 
rows a foot apart, so that they may be 
cultivated easily. Manure water once a 
week helps them along. 

Montbretias, 
resemble gladioli, should be grown in 
masses. Among the good varieties are 
Germania, Etoile de Feu and Rayon d’Or. 
Unlike gladioli and dahlias, the bulbs do 
not need to be lifted. With a light cover- 
ing of leaves, the plants will survive the 
winter and continue to bloom year after 
year. 

Many of the lilies are best planted in 
the Spring. They like a sandy soil, and 
if such is not available, the bulbs may 
be deceived by digging a hole and filling 
it with sand before planting. Lilies 
need to be set deeply —from eight to 
twelve inches—and about a foot apart. 

It is best to start Tuberous rooted 
begonia in the house in March or April, 
and to plant them out about the end of 
May. Although they do not pine for 
the sun, they are exacting as to soil, 
which must be very rich and moist. Many 
soils are improved by spading in sand 
and old cow manure or pulverized sheep 
manure, and plenty of water should be 
given throughout the summer. 

Tuberoses usually are set out about 
the middle of May, but will dower much 
earlier if started in the house in March 
and set out late in-May. 
ized sheep manure once a week will push 
the growth.
